^ The Feder^^Q^Pau of Investigation has be! 
government investigative agency having jurisdiction over the investigation of matters 
pertaining to national defense such as espionage, sabotage, registration of agents of 
foreign 1 principals,, sedition, treason, and the like, and further, the Federal Bureau 
of investigation has sole investigative jurisdiction in a 1 great number of other 
Federal statutes which: embrace bank robbery, kidnaping, extortion, white slave traffic. 
National Motor Vehicle “Theft Act, and numerous others. This Bureau has also been 
designated by Congress as the agency officially responsible for the tabulation and 
dissemination of police statistics for the entire country. Under an act of Congress 
these statistics are gathered and are distributed to thousands of interested police 
and affiliated agencies every six months so that trends in crime, crime records, and 
crime control can be known to those to whom it is of most interest. Further than 
this, the ;Federal Bureau of Investigation has been designated as the agency having 
jurisdiction over the classification and maintenance of fingerprint records not only 
on a national basis but on an “international basis. The greatest depository of finger- 
print records in the world is maintained by the Federal Bureau of Investigation in 
Washington, D. C. Te have over fifty-eight million^ sets of fingerprints ■ on hand 
today and are receiving fingerprint records at a rate of approximately 115,000 each 
day. The military and naval authorities have issued orders that all employees of 
manufacturing plants operating under contracts with the V£r Department or Navy Depart- 
ment must be fingerprinted and their fingerprints sent to the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation for search against our existing files. Obviously the purpose of such 
an order is to ascertain the criminal background, if any, of persons who are occupying 
positions where they .have access to confidential information and to eliminate from 
such positions those persons -whose records indicate that their interests are not those 
of our government. 



TTe are also receiving fingerprint records of all persons enlisting or 
being inducted into the army and other military and naval services. All employees 
of the Federal government are fingerprinted and their fingerprints searched through 
our files for prior criminal records, again for the purpose of guarding against' the 
employment of persons in the Federal government whose backgrounds indicate that 
they might not function to the best interests of our government. Fe are receiving 
thousands of criminal fingerprints from all police agencies throughout the countiy 
and 1 It is essential that these fingerprints be handled promptly and the contributing 
age.ncy advised of any prior record so that justice may be Intelligently administered. 
By means of this procedure the 'Federal 3ureau of Investigation is able, to identify 
thousands of fugitives from justice each year who otherwise night not be identified 
by local police agencies who do not have’ the benefit of prior criminal records as 
reflected on fingerprint cards which were made at the time of some previous arrest. 
Many such persons are wanted for a previous criminal act by some other law enforce- 
ment agency and are presently attempting to disguise their -true identity through 
assuming a fictitious name. This ruse on their part is penetrated through .the 
science of fingerprinting and the Federal” Bureau of Investigation is enabled to 
advise .the interested local law enforcement agency of the true identity of the 
individual and he can be held for appropriate prosecutive action, whereas if not 
identified, he quite possibly would have been released to continue his depredations 
against society.

Our criminological laboratory handles the scientific examination of evi- 
dence in cases Investigated by the Federal and local law enforcement agencies. A 
very high percentage of the work presently being performed by the Technical Labora- 
tory Is in connection With the national war effort. Evidence collected in suspected ' 
sabotage cases is examined by the scientists in our laboratory who are qualified to 
handle examinations of almost any technical nature. The personnel In the Technical 



Laboratory have been trained through education and -experience to handle such subjects 
an analytical chemistry, qualitative and quantitative analysis, ballistics tests, 
reicrcanalysis examinations, spectrographic examinations, cryptograph an-,: cryptanalysis 
work, and many other highly technical examinations. 

* * 

The Files Section of the Federal 'Bureau of Investigation contains files . on 
hundreds of thousands of individuals whose activities are of the greatest importance 
to the country today. It is highly important that we maintain in the Files Section 
a nucleus of experienced personnel so that the information contained therein can be 
made readily available to the supervisory personnel of this Bureau and -also be made 
available to other governmental agencies such as the State Department, Military , 
Intelligence Division, Office of Naval Intelligence, and the Immigration and Natural- 
ization service. It is most essential that only the most trusted. employees be 
assigned to this work because of the highly confidential material that is contained 
in our files. 

All of the functions of the Federal Bureau. of Investigation are so closely 
inter-related that it is essential that qualified and experienced personnel be 
available not only to perform their own work but to train newempl 9 yees. The Congress 
of' the United- States has passed several bills within the. past year approving an in- 
crease in the personnel, ''.hen it -is considered that the work of this Bureau is 
highly confidential it can be appreciated that the selection of -personnel must be made 
with great care. It has been our experience that only one employee is obtained from 
every one hundred persons who have applied.. It is necessary that each employee be 
investigated thoroughly so that there will be no possibility of having a person .in 
our service who is not loyal to the United States. v ’e have found that it is extremely 
difficult to secure qualified persons for almost any of the positions that are avail- 
able. At the present time we have approximately 1,500 employees less than the number 
that has been authorized by Congress. Every effort is being made to obtain these 
additional employees as they are badly needed in order' for us to properly carry on the 
work that has been assigned to us. h'e are endeavoring to obtain these additional 
persons without interfering in any way with the administration of the Selective Train- 
ing and Service Act. In all positions where possible we are utilizing the services 
of female employees, "",'ith the exception of Special Agents* and Laboratory Scientists' 
positions, no appointment of male employees who may be eligible for military service 
are being made. It is absolutely necessary, however, that our 'experienced personnel 
be maintained so that the new .personnel can be adequately supervised and trained. 

All employees of the Federal Bureau of Investigation have been working at 
fop speed to keep abreast of our duties. The regular work week has been extended to 
4S hours, and- if has been our experience in the past that an additional amount of 
overtime will be voluntarily performed by the employees of this Bureau in an effort, 
to properly and expeditiously handle the tremendous volume. of important work, being 
. referred to us in connection with the war effort. Obviously very little consideration 
can be given to replacing an experienced employee until such time as we are able to 
build up our present staff to (the number authorized and needed. 

Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of , Investigation are given twelve 
weeks of training' which embraces 535 hours of study. Diring that period of time they, 
are trained not only in investigative techniques and procedures, but are qualified 
in the handling of firearms, mechanical devices, and technical devices in use by 
the Bureau. After entering- the Field service which .follows their training period, 
their skill of course increases with their length of service in' the Field. It would 
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obviously, therefore, be impossible to adequately replace an experienced Special 
Agent until the replacement had been in the service an equal length of time* 

The science of the classification of fingerprints is one of the most 
exacting in the world today. Employees in law enforcement organizations handling 
fingerprint activities are of a profession which demands the utmost skill and 
honesty in the practice of that profession. In the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
we train Fingerprint Technicians through classroom and practical study for a period 
of approximately six months. At the end of that tine those employees are qualified 
to examine sets' of fingerprints and to identify like sets. This science cannot.be 
taught overnight and the loss of a fingerprint man at any stage of his training or 
employment is a severe blow to the Federal Bureau of Investigation at this time 
when we are receiving thousands of sets of prints from all of the coordinated. activ- 
ities of the Government and from local law enforcement agencies. 

The Laboratory Scientists of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, all 
graduate scientists, are thoroughly schooled in the science of criminology and today 
are performing duties pertaining to the successful war effort one hundred percent 
of their time. Their training in this field, embracing all sciences of laboratory 
examination which includes cryptography, chemistry, ballistics, geology, serology, 
and many others, has been invaluable in the solving of espionage, sabotage, and 
other subversive activities. It is essential that these scientists many times per- 
form their scientific work in the field under such conditions that ‘they could not 
be replaced with employees not possessing their physical attributes.

Bureau employees in positions aforementioned and for when deferments are 
requested possess technical and scientific skills which renders them irreplaceable 
to the Federal Bureau of Investigation at this time.

It is understood and agreed that the 
sum tendered herewith -is a voluntary, gratuitous contribution to said fund, 
which I understand is to be administered in the following manner: 

The Director of the Bureau will appoint a committee which shall 
consider all matters pertaining to the acquisition, safe keeping, and ex- 
pending of said fund, which committee will recommend appropriate action to 
the Director of the Bureau in pertinent matters. The Chief Clerk of said 
Bureau shall receive all contributions and account for same to the Director.. 

Upon the death of any Special Agent, the appointed committee will 
consider the case and submit a recommendation to the Director as to its 
conclusions. Appropriate instructions will then be issued to the Chief 
Clerk, directing him to pay to the designated beneficiary the sum of $5*000.

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SPECIAL AGENTS 

This position has been designated as a koy position by the 

Review bureau ^?^rweslVga?roi?^^^en^Se*signated as the sole 

civilian government investigative agency having jurisdiction over the investiga- 
tion of matters pertaining to national defense such as espionage, sabotage, 
registration of agents of foreign principals, sedition, treason, and the like, 
and further, the Federal Bureau of Investigation has sole investigative jurisdic- 
tion in a great number of other Federal statutes which embrace bank robbery, 
kidnaping, extortion, white slave traffic, National Motor Vehicle Theft Act, and 
numerous others. The investigative work in connection with the above violations 
is performed by the Special Agent personnel of this Bureau, who are recruited from 
applicants between the ages of twenty- three and forty. They must be graduates of 
a law school or an accounting school with the necessary accounting experience, or 
graduates of a university with extensive investigative experience, or with linguis- 
tic qualifications, or have basic educational training and possess satisfactory 
prior law enforcement experience which will enable them to satisfactorily perform 
the duties imposed upon them. For certain of the scientific investigative work, 
Special Agents are secured who primarily are qualified in the sciences, such as 
ballistics, chemical analysis, spectography, cryptography, mineralogy, metallog- 
raphy, toxicology, and other like sciences. Applicants for appointment to the 
position of Special Agent must meet the physical standards and requirements for 
this position, which are exceedingly high. They must have vision of no less than 
20/40 in one eye, 20/50 uncorrected, both eyes to be corrected to 20/20. They 
must have no color deficiency whatever. 

Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation undergo a rigorous 
training program. All newly appointed Special Agents in the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. attend training classes for a period of sixteen weeks; the hours of 
training are from 9:00 a. m/to 9:00 p.m. daily, which course of study is equivalent 
to two full years of college study. During this period of training, they are 
thoroughly instructed in the basic rules and regulations and jurisdictions of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. They mu3t satisfactorily pass numerous written . 
examinations during their period of training. If a trainee fails to pass any of 
these examinations, he is dropped from the school. 

The duties of a Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation are 
most arduous. They must be available at a moment's notice to go' to any part of 
' the United States or to any assignment outside the United States. The hours of 
duty for these employees are such that they must be in excellent physical ‘health. 

1 The average work week for a Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation . 
is no less than seventy hours. The work of a Special Agent, regardless of his 
particular qualification, is such that he cannot lead a sedentary or well regulated 
life. Due to the small number of Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Invest!-, 
gation presently handling the work under the jurisdiction of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation within and without the continental United States, it is necessary , 
that the entire staff be highly mobile. 

■ Special Agents are required tq be able to conduct investigations in 
more than 100 types of cases, including, espionage, sabotage, ■ subversive activities, 
frauds against the government, kidnaping, extortion, bank robbery, White Slave 



Traffic Act, etc- They are trained in and required' to maintain -constant skill in 
the use of highly technical equipment, technical pr&cesses, such as those neces- 
sary for the development of latent fingerprints, concealed or, obliterated numbers 
upon firearms,, to understand the use -of code, messages , to conduct physical surveil- 
lances of subj'ects-.-of espionage and .similar cases, sometimes for-periods of many 
months, and when necessary, to 'assume -a necessary charaqter to enable them to. fit 
in an undercover capacity into the -activities and operations of groups such as 
foreign agents, who are engaged in thwarting the war effort. 

' The* arduousness and- importance of the work of Special Agents of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, was readily recognized ■> by the military and naval 
leaders. The Chief of the' Bureau of Navigation, for the Secretary of the Navy, 
requested Special Agent. employees -of- the, Federal bureau of Investigation to submit 
their resignations from reserve commissions held by them in the naval services 
because it had been determined that those, Special Agents could better serve their 
country in their present ^assignments than if they were to be called into active 
naval service. The Secretary of Tar, in ,1942, addressed personal communications 
to 168 Special. Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation who at that time 
held reserve commissions in' the Army. The Secretary of War at that time advised 
the Special Agent's that their employment in the FBI is of such vital importance 
to the national defense as to' necessitate their* remaining at their posts of duty 
despite the fact that' they held reserve commissions in the United States- Army, 
and the request was Aside /that these Agents, through the proper channels, submit 
their resignations from t.heir commissions. 

General Lewis. B. Hershey of the Selective Service System pointed put 
in, his Directive to all Local Boards* of December 29, 1941, that Special Agent 
positions of the FBI were most important and essential to the national health, 
safety, and > interests, and that the national defense functions of the FBI 'should 
not be impaired by the removal of, trained personnel • from critical positions in 
the Bureau. 

, The ''position of Special Agent- has always been considered the most crit- 

ical of all positions in the FBI, since, with the tremendous bulk of work placed 
upon us due to the*. war emergency, it is essential that a trained qualified staff 
be available for the handling of this work. If the Federal Bureau. of Investigation 
cannot. continue to retain its personnel in this critical position, aid, and, comfort 
would most certainly be givdn to the -enemy and others- whose interests 'are inimical 
to the best interests of the country today. Up to the .present time the full com- 
plement of Special Agent personnel has not been secured and every effort is being 
made to secure the necessary ‘additional Special Agent personnel. 

I, J. Edgar Hoover,. do solemnly swear (or affirm) that I am the Director 
of the, Federal Bureau of Investigation and. that the foregoing statements are true • 
to -the best of my knowledge and belief.

SUMMARY OF DELINQUENCY 



The June 7, 1943 , issue of Variety Magazine contained a 
statement that the picture ” Roger Touhy, Last of the Gangsters " had 
come ” closest to a factual documentary on the hunt and kill of noto- 
rious gangsters of any of the many such films made during the long cycle 
of brigand films," and this statement indicated that Special Agents of 
the FBI had reviewed the film and made that comment , When this piece 
of\publicity came to the Bureau's attention, the Bureau requested SAC 
Rood to ascertain whether any of the Agents assigned to his office had 
reviewed the film and made any comment . 

On the basis of a report by SAC Hood to the effect that none 
of his Agents had seen the film, the Bureau sent a letter to Arthur Un- 
gar, Editor of the Variety Magazine, on June 25, 1943, stating that no 
representative of the FBI had seen the film and the Bureau did not ap- 
prove the script . A copy of this letter, together with a similar let- 
ter, was likewise sent to the 20th Century-Fox Corporation . Subsequent- 
ly, Colonel Jason Joy, Director of Public Relations of the 20th Century 4 
Fox Film Corporation ,, visited Assistant Director Nichols at the Seat of 
Government and advised him that one William S, Biyshop, known as " oc, n 
who has offices at the studio, had definitely xj&reed that two FBI 
Agents from the Los Angeles Field Division hcfySfontacted him on a Selec- 
tive Service matter at the studios and aftef\fne interview had consented 
to review the last two or three reels of above-named picture so that 
actually that part of the statement in XcHpxety tha$ FBI Apents had seen 
the ftln ^ 

The Bureau instructed SAC Hood to vj&ify/ } tfi\.s alTegaiion gne 
ascertain the identities of the two Agents, S5AC Hood' advised that 'the 
Agents were John T, Binkley, Jr,, and Lester Eugkrie Barrett,, b,oth‘‘6f'

DETAILS REGARDING DELINQUENCY 
Bgckground Inj^rmgtign Rgggrd in g the Moving Picture : 

After the Roger Touhy apprehension, the 20th Century-Fox Com- 
pany conceived the idea of making the above-named picture . On 5/1/43 
Anthony Muto, Washington representative of the Film Corporation, and 
Colonel Joy, mentioned above, furnished the complete script of this 
movie to Mr. Nichols and requested him to review the same and make any 
comments that he cared to make . On May 18, 1943, Mr. Nichols advised 
that he had gone over the entire script and pointed out to the Film Cor- 
poration many objectionable features but he definitely stated that the 
Bureau was not approving or endorsing the script in any way. On May 18, 
2943, SAC Hood advised the Bureau by letter that a. confidential inform- 
ant had told him that the picture was being made in such a way that it 
would be against the best interests of the Bureau end law enforcement in 
general. There appeared to be no indication in the file that SAC Hood 
was advised of the Bureau's dealings with -the 20th Century-Fox Film Cor- 
poration. The foregoing information is incorporated in this memorandum 
to show the direct and deep interest which the -Bureau hoi in this film. 

Steps Taken bp SAC Hood Supporting his Original Report to the Buregu 

Thgt No Agents hgd Viewed thg F^m r 

On July 30, 1943, SAC Hood advised by letter that when Mr. 
Nichols telephoned him originally, he felt certain no Agent of his of- 
fice had seen the film ; that he immediately checked with Agents who had 
assignments at the studios and with the supervisors 'to determine if any 
of them knew about the picture or had seen it at any time; and that he 
personally contacted every Agent who ordinarily conducted interviews at 
the studios and every Agent known to him to have been at the studios in 
emergency instances. He did not canvass every Agent in the office and 
he did not call any general conference to inquire about this matter. All 
of his inquiries met with negative results and he advised the Bureau 
that no Agent in his office had reviewed- the film. 

Agent Bgrrett [s S 'tgtemgnt : 

On July 30, 1943, Agent Barrett submitted a signed statement 
explaining his participation in this incident. He advised that he and 
Agent Binkley interviewed Bishop, mentioned above, who was Chairman of 
one of the Local Boards, in connection with a Selective Service case. 

The interview occurred on or about May 27, 1943, rnd was held in Bts- 
hop s office at the studios. At the conclusion of the interview the fact 
that 20th-Century Fox was making the picture about the life of Roger 
Touhy was mentioned and Mr. Bishop stated that he would like to intro- 
duce the Agents to the man who had directed the picture. Accordingly , 
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he ' tool r the Agents to a projection room and introduced them to Bryan 
Foy. There were ,also an Assistant Director and two technicians in the 
projection room . Thereafter Bishop excused himself and Foy began talk- 
ing about the Touhy picture .. He stated that a portion of the film which 
portrayed the Bureau Agents 1 part in the Touhy apprehension had been 
sent to Washington and viewed by the Directorj that the Director had 
approved the film except for several minor details which were being 
changed . Mr, .Foy stated that he had Just finished running off the film 
and he would like to have the two Agents .view the last -two reels which 
they did. At the conclusion of the showing, Agent Barrett advised he 
thanked Mr. Foy and stated that he had enjoyed viewing the film very 
much. Agent Barrett stated that Mr., Foy asked Agent Binkley what he 
thought of the film and the only comment made by Agent .Binkley was that 
the picture had been very realistic and that the interiors of the build- 
ing looked like the actual scene fn Chicago . Agent Binkley prefaced- his 
remarks by stating that this was his personal, unofficial opinion and 
Mr. Foy said that of course he understood that. 

' Agent Barrett stated definitely that at no time did the Agents 
express any approval or disapproval of the picture, officially or other- 
wise, and there was nothing said to indicate any controversy existed be- 
tween the Bureau and tihe studios regarding the picture . Accordingly , 

•he stated there seemed to be no occasion to report the matter to the SAC. 

Agent Binklegfs Statement: 

Agent Binkley executed a signed statement on July 30, 1943, re- 
iterating and confirming all of the irf ormation contained in Agent Bar- 
rett's statement and further stated that he did not recall that Agent 
Barrett made any statement whatsoever . 

SAC Hood ' s Comments : 

SAC Hood contacted Mr. Bishop, mentiored above, who stated sub- 
stantially the same thing that Agents Binkley and Barrett did in their 
statements. He added, however, that after the Agents had interviewed 
him on the Selective Service case, he talked to them about the Roger 
Touhy .matter and "it occurred to him that he might do Foy a favor by 
letting him talk to an Agent who was familiar with the case." He ad- . 
vised that after the introduction he left them and did not see the film 
at that time.- Bishop definitely stated "that Foy was the person respon- 
sible for the appearance of the article in Variety . He stated that he 
did not understand that the Agents were in any way viewing the picture 
officially. H 

SAC Hood interviewed Bryan Foy. Foy stated that after Bishop 
introduced the Agents, they held a general conv ersation for a few moments 
about Touhy, most of it concerning the sentence that had been imposed 
upon him. Foy ascertained that Binkley had worked on the Touhy case end 
after asking Binkley if he would like to see the last two reels of the 
picture. Agent Binkley assented but, according to Foy, "he immediately 
emphasized that it was entirely unofficial and that he would like to see 
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it merely out of curiosity*" Foy stated that after seeing the picture , 
Agent .Binkley remarked that it was an accurate portrayal and recalled 
the situat ion vividly to him, but he again stated that he was not ap- 
proving it and that it was his own personal opinion . Foy stated posi- 
tively that he did not report it to the papers and he does not know who 
did . Foy stated that he was prompted to , contact SAC Food after the pub- 
licity appeared "but that he did not desire to say anything which might 
get the -Agents in trouble and therefore he had kept quiet*" 

Foy stated that he had informed a Hr* Goetz of the studios 
that the Agents had seen the picture and "considered the capture to be a 
good scene*" However , both of the Agents in their statements advised 
that they did not know Mr* Goetz and that he was hot among those present 
when they reviewed the film, 

SAC Hood stated that he informed each of the two Agents of his 
extreme displeasure at the unsatisfactory manner in which they conducted 
themselves and of their failure to notify him of the fact that they had 
seen the picture in which they knew the Bureau had a very definite inter- 
est* He pointed out to them the embarrassment of it to the Bureau by 
having gone on record and informing'the studios that no Agents had seen 
the picture. Furthermore , SAC Hood informed all Agents of his office in 
conference that under no circumstances were they to visit the studios 
without the express approval of their supervisors and he instructed the 
supervisors that they must see that the Agents concern themselves solely 
with the necessary interviews , incident to an investigation and if there 
was to be any other type of activity engaged in, it was to be referred to 
Hood for determination or reference to the Bureau.

Concerning Agent Barrett, attention is invited to the fact 
that he has a good rating to date and nothing specifically derogatory 
previously appears in his file* • 

MR. NICHOLS [ COMMENTS AND REC OMMENDA TIONS , 

Mr* Nichols advised SAC Hood that it was regrettable that he 
had placed the Director and the Bureau in such an embarrassing position 
inasmuch as the Bureau had gone on record'on the basis of Hood's report 
by stating that no Agents had viewed the film which was subsequently 
determined to be false, 

Mr* Nichols recommended that Barrett be censured, put on pro- 
bation, and his salary reduced from CAF-10, $3500, to CAF-9, $3800, and 
that SAC Hood be given a "stiff" letter of censure. 

CONCLUSIONS 

(l) It has been establ ished that the portion of the statement 
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appearing in Variety Magazine to the effect that FBI Agents had seen the 
filn in question is true and that Agent Barrett was one, of the two Agents 
who reviewed the filn,' it has not been establi shed that the portion of 
the statement in Variety Magazine which gives the Agents' comments on 
the film was ever actually made , The only . statement in this respect 
•which ever was' made was thct of Agent Binkley, mentioned previously in 
this memorandum , It appears clear that Agent Barrett was never ques- 
tioned as to his opinion of the film which he viewed and this seems 
logical because Agent Barrett , unlike Agent Binkley, had nothing to do 
with the actual Touhy case in Chicago ,

(S) It has not been established who reported the information 
to Variety Magazine, 



(3) It has been established that neither Agent Barrett nor 
Agent Binkley advised SAC Hood or' anyone in the Los Angeles Field Di- 
vision that they had seen the film. In this connection, there was no 
indication that either of the Agents knew of the controversy between the 
Bureau and the 20th ‘Century-Fox Company regarding the film. However, it 
appears reasonable, to conclude that the film did have such a definite 
and direct interest to the Bureau that these Agents should have reported 
to SAC Hood that they had seen it, 

( 4 ) It appears clearly established that Agent Barrett exercised 
extremely poor judgment in consenting to view the film and in not advis- 
ing his SAC that he had seen it, 

(3) It has been established that SAC Hood furnished false in- 
formation to the Bureau because he did not make an exhaustive canvass 
of all the Agents in his office to determine whether any of them had 
seen the film in question. 



(6) It is clear that SAC Hood was cognizant of the fact that 
the Roger Touhy film as it was being made was not to the best interests 
of the Bureau, .

Reference is. made to ay telephone conversation withMr. NICHOLS 
at the &ireau on July 29th relative to the motion picture on eht life of ROGER 
TOUHI, produced by the above-named company under the direction of ERYAN FOY. 

Bhen Mr* NICHOLS first mentioned this situation to me telephon— 
ically several weeks ago, I felt certain that no Agent of this office had seen 
the film, and iaaeidately checked with the Agents who have assignments at the 
studios and with the Supervisors to determine If any of them knew about this 
picture, or had seen it at any time, and the .results of that check were en- 
tirely negative* Ordinarily only certain fecial Agents conduct interviews 
at the studios, and each of these was personally contacted by me and informed 
that he had not seen the picture. Occasionally, other Special Agents do con- 
tact the studios in emergency matters, or for some other reason, and those 
persons who were khown to have been at the studio were also inquired of, with 
negative results. No general conference of all Special Agents was called by 
me to ask if anyone of then had any information in connection with this 
matter. Based on the -inquiries of those persons who would ordinarily know of 
such interviews and of the Supervisors, i Informed Mr. NICHOLS that no Agent 
had seen the picture in question. 

Upon receipt of information from Mr. NICHOLS on July 28th that 
Doc BISHOP of the studio reportedly made information available to "Variety” 
about the Bureau's approval of this picture, I contacted BISHOP and he informed 
me that Special Agent LESTER £. BARRETT and another Agent had contacted him 
with reference to a mojor Selective Service case, and when the interview was 
concluded some discussion was had with reference to. a picture and he introduced 
the Agents to FOY who was at that particular time about to run off two reels of 
the entire thing was coincidental, and after talking with the Agents, it 
occurred to him that he might do FOY a favor hy letting him talk to an Agent 
who was familiar with the case. After the introduction, BISHOP left and 
did not himself see the film at that time. 

BISHOP very definitely stated that FOY was the person responsi- 
ble for the appearance of this article in "Variety”. H© states .that he did. 
not understand that the Agents were In any way viewing the picture as 
Bureau representatives, or for the purpose of any endorsement at all. It 
is interesting to note that although BISHOP did not stay to see the pic- 
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ture shown, he believes -the Agent had stated to FOY that the layout in the 
picture was quite accurate. BISHOP, time and again, repeated that POY was 
the person responsible for this matter being released to the newspaper. 

I located JOY by telephone on the evening of July 29th. I 
informed him very definitely that sodeone at the studio had embarrassed me 
by making a statement to "Variety" about the TOUHY picture and attributed 
the statement to bureau Agents. POY appeared to bo very upset bbout the 
situation and told me he would relate the exact truth of what had happened. 

He stated that BISHOP had come to the projection room and advised him, POY 
that he had two FBI Agents he would like to introduce; that they had a gen- 
eral conversation for a few moments about TOUHY,. most of it being about the 
sentence that had been imposed , on -him. POY ascertained thbt Agent JOHN T. 
BINKLEY, who had accompanied Agent BARRETT, tt ad worked on the case, and POY 
asked 'him if he would like to see the last two reels of the picture, ^he 
Agent stated ‘he would, but he .immediately emphasized that it was entirely 
unofficial but that he would just like to see it out of curiosity. After 
seeing the picture, the Agent reportedly remarked that it was. an accurate 
portrayal and recalled the situation vividly to him, but he agbin stated that 
he was not approving it; that it was his own personal opinion. POY states 
positively that he. did not report it to the papers, and he does. not know who 
did; that he knows that the Agents saw this portion of the picture, but did 
not approve It at all. 



FOY advised me that he considered getting in touch with ne 
after the publicity appeared on the thing, but he did’3not desire then to 
say anything that might get the Agents in trouble and, therefore, he had 
kept quiet. I informed POY that so far as I knew, the only two persons who 
knew the Agents were there were BISHOP and himself, and it appeared one of 
them had released the information to a reporter. He stated he had informed 
Hr. GOETZ that the Agents had seen it and considered the capture to be a 
good seen*. **e indicated that probably other people had heard that the 
Agents had seen it, but he kept reiterating that he had not any idea who had made 
any statement to a reporter about it. 

POY stated that he understands the Director has -refused to 
see the picture and DARRYL ZANUCK has advised that the Director is mad at 
FOY. POY wonders how this can be. Inasmuch as he has never met the Director 
or had any dealingw with him in connection with the picture. POY states 
that he is being shoved around on this whole affair because he made someone 
at the studio angry by going over their head to get tMngs done in this pic- 
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turej consequently, they areputting FOY In the middle in the present deal- 
ings with the ^ureau and want to make it appear to the studio that At As 
very difficult to deal with the Bureau, and then show what a.great job they 
are doing bade in Washington, **e cannot believe that it is the Director who 
has said the things attributed to him, and he would like to personally meet 
the Director seme time and advise him of this.

He stated that telegrams had gone in from Washington -from 
Colonel JOY, and all the way through he -inferred that the person he referred 
to as being angry at him at the studio is Colonel JOY, and he read me the 
following telegram addressed to ZANUCK cn July 29 th: 

"THE MATTER IS GREATLY COMPLICATED BY -THE UNORTHODOX AND 
• EMBARRASSING MANNER IN WHICH THIS WHOLE PROJECT HAS BEEN HAN EL ED BY 
POY AND OTHERS AT THE STUDIO AND THE PUBLICITY AND EXPLOITS BEFORE 
YOUR RETURN. UOU AND TONY :ARE ENTIRELY IN THE CLEAR. THEY KNOW 
AND APPRECIATE THE MOMENT YOU SAW PICTURE YOU WITHHELD IT PROM 
RELEASE. I A AM WHIPPING BOY BECAUSE OF STUDIOS DETERMINATION BEFORE 
YOUR RETURN TO PRODUCE AND RELEASE A PICTURE CONSIDERED BY THE FBI 
TO BE 'UN TRUE, UNFAIR AND EMBARRASSING. POY'S ALLEGED CONTACT .IN 
CHICAGO WHO WAS SUPPOSED TO BE A CONTACT WITH HOOVER, HAS NEVER 
MENTIONED IT 'EXCEPT IN THE B3GINNINT TO INDUCE HOOVER, HAS NEVER 
PHOTOGRAPHED FOR USE IN PICTURE SAME -AS GOVERNOR GREECE. FBI GRAT* 

PUL TO YOU FOR STOPPING IT AND IS DETERMINED -TO PUNISH TEMPORARILY 
AT LEAST THOSE WHO FLAUNTED THEIR REPUTATION ,AND IGNORED THEIR 
ADVICE. TONY AND I BELIEVE WE WILL GET CLEARANCE FOR A GOOD PICTURE 1 '. 

A later telegram advised that the Director would see the pic- 
ture on July 20th and he, JOY would try to make a salvageable picture. POY 
states that he does not understand the statement in the telegram about pun- 
ishing anybody, inasauch as he was never told that this picture was not to 
be made as At was, although the studio now advises him that it had been sub- 
mitted to the Bureau before At was .made and he was told not to make It. ’ ^e 
positively states he was never instructed not to make the picture. He states 
that the picture is simply based on the news stories he could compile on it 
and he does not know what the trouble As all about. 

I -informed FOY that I .knew nothing of any arrangements be- 
tween representatives of the studio and the bureau before, during, or after 
the picture was made, and my sole concern was the fact that he had shown the 
picturesto the Agents memtioned and as a. result some publicity had occurred 
which was not true and which had embarrassed me considerably. An view of my 
going on record with the ^ureau to the effect that no Agents had seen the 
picture. FOY volunteered to write a letter : to the Director to state his 
version of just what the Agents had said; however, I informed him this was 
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not necessary,' unle,ss I expressly requested it and, of course,, -this is out 
of the question as it serves no purpose. 

.FOX stated that as further evidence of the fact that he Is- 
in the middle of this iituation, is the manner in which a man named BRANSON 
in Chicago has apparently been misleading him. FOX states that in conver- 
sation with Governor GRESNE, the latter 'requested that the Director be' in 
the picture, and POX inquired as to how would be the best way to get in 
touch with the Director, and GREB1E stated BRANS®} was a very close per- 
sonal friend and- would contact the Director about the picture, which was 
reportedly done and the Director declined to have any part in it. BRANSON 
is supposed to have gene back and had other appointments with the Director 
and even within the last few weeks he has been advised about the alleged 
contact of El AN SON with the Director, and now he is Informed from Washington 
that BRANSON has not even had the contact ah alleged. 

FOX reiterated that in hisopinion the damage in this whole 
situation was done by the Fox people in Washington, and he inferred that he 
is not on friendly terms with the Washington representative of the studio. 

I am enclosing for the information of the ' Bureau memoranda 
from the Agents BINKLET and BARRETT. I have informed each of these Agentsof 
-my .extreme displeasure of the unsatisfactory manner in which they conducted 
themselves, and of their failure to notify me of the fact that they had seen 
the picture -in which they knew the Bureau had a very • definite interest. °oth 
of them state they did not know there was any controversy about it at all 
and astthey had not made any official comments of any kind, they , therefore, 
immedSatfely dismissed the incident -frem their minds. I have pointed out to 
them the embarrassment- of it to the ^ureau by having gone on record and in- 
formint the studio that no Agents had seen the picture,and this was done on 
my statement because, after checking with those persons who ordinarily con- 
tact the studios, I had not ascertained that the picture had been viewed by 
them. 

I have informed all agents of this office In conference that 
under no circuastances are they to vieit the studios without the express 
approval of their Supervisors, and the ^Supervisors have been instructed that 
they must see that the Agents concern themselves solely with the necessary 
interviews incident to an investiga icn, and if there is to be any other type 
of activity engaged in. It is to be referred to me for determination of refer- 
ence to the Bureau. 
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I sincerely regret the fact that the Bureau has found it 
necessary to retract a statement which was originally nade on .information 
furbished by ne.

MEMORANDUM FOR THE SPECIAL AGENT IN CHARGE: 



On or about Hay 19, 1943, the writer and Special Agent -LESTER E. 
BARRETT were assigned to investigate a case entitled "0. T. PHILLIPS, etal. 
Discrepancies in Douglas Aircraft Replacement Schedules— Selective Service 
Conspiracy". During the course of this investigation it became necessary 
to interview one 1ILLIAM M. BISHOP, Chairman of Local Draft Board No. 251, and 
an appointment was made to jaeet BISHOP, at his office in the 20th Century 
Fox Studios, Culver City, California, at approximately 5 p.m. on an afternoon 
during the last week in May, 1943 » 

At the conclusion of instant interview, BISHOP mentioned that 
20th Century Fox Studios had just completed a picture entitled "ROGER TOUHY, 
LAST OF THE GANGSTERS". The writer exhibited interest in this statement and 
BISHOP asked -the writer if he, the writerah&ddbeen on the raid. The writer 
replied that he was one of a number of .agents assigned to the case. BISHOP 
then observed that the picture was just being run off in the cutting room by 
the director of the film, BRIAN POY, and BISHOP asked the writer if he would 
care to see the last two reels of the film, i.e. the pictures of the actual 
raid, ^he writer replied that he would. 

* ! 

Following this conversation, the writer and Special Agent BARRETT 
were taken to the cutting ho eta by BISHOP and Introduced to BRIAN POI. Before 
naming off the film FOI volunteered the following information : That the 
film had been approved by the bureau and that Mr. HOOVER **ad sent a letter 
requesting certain changes in the script, all of which .changes were made in 
accordance with MR. HOOVER'S request. 

At the conclusion of the two reels which were viewed by the 
writer, Agent BARRETT, BRIAN POY, an assistant to POY, and two cutting room 
technicians, FOY a deed the writer what he thought of the picture. There were 
no studio executives .present and, in answer to a specific question from the 
Special Agent in Charge, the writer wishes to advise that to the best of his 
knowledge, there was no one present by the name of Mr. GOETZ. Ihe writer 
replied that he thought the picture very realistic, and the writer expressly 
qualified this remark by stating that such comment was not under any circum- 
stances to be considered official and further that the only official comment 
on the picture would have to be made by the Director, MR. HOOVER. The writer 
does not recall that Agent BARRETT made any statement whatsoever. Although 
the writer observed this vilm was not accurate in many details, he did not 
express any approval or disapproval of what he had seen.

About May 27, 1943, the writer, accompanied fcy fecial Agent 
JOKI T. BINKLEY, had occasion to contact WILLIAM M. BISHOP of Twentieth 
Century *ox Film Corporation, in the course of an investigation of the case 
entitled ’*0.T. PHILLIPS, et al, (Discrepancies dn replacement schedules 
given by Douglas Aircraft Company), SELECTIVE SERVICE, CONSPIRACY'' . -An 
■interview was conducted in Mr. BISHOP'S office about 5 p.ra. At the con- 
clusion of the interview, the fact that Twentieth Century *ox was making a 
picture about the life of ROGER TOURy was mentioned. Mr.' BISHOP said that 
he would like to introduce Agent BINKLEY and the writer to .the man -who had 
directed the picture, <Mr. POY, Mr. BISHOP conducted 'Agent BINKLEY and the 
wirter to the projection rooa where he introduced agents to Mr. BRYAN POY. 
Present in the projection room besides Mr. POY was an assistant director 
and two technicians. After the intorductions, BISHOP excused himself and 
POY began tqlking about the TOUHY picture. a e stated that he had done a 
great deal of research before starting to shoot the movie and that he had 
even .interviewed ROGER TOUHy In solitary confinement at the Joliet State 
Penitentiary. ,e further stated that a, portion of the film which portrayed 
Hreau Agents' part in the TOUHY apprehension had been sent to Washington 
and viewed fcy the Director. He stated that the Director had approved of the 
film except in several minor details and thafct they were making the suggested 
changes. Mr POY stated that they had just finished running off the film 
and that he would like to have Agent BINKLEY and the writer view the last two 
reels. Mr. POY thereupon called bade to the projection booth, the room was 
darkened and the last two reels of the film were shown. At the conclusion 
of the showing, the writer thanked Mr. FOY and stated that he had enjoyed 
viewing the film very much. 

Mr. POY asked Agent BINKLEY what he thought of the film. Ihe 
only comment made by Agent BINKLEY was that the picture had been very 
realistic and that the Interiors of the building -looked like the actual 
scene in Chicago. BINKLEY prefaced his reaakks by stating that any opinion 
expressed was personal and not official, and that any official opinion 
would have to come from Washington. Mr. POY siad that of course he under- 
stood this. 

At no time did agents express any approval or disaproval of 
Mr. FOY'S picture, officially or otherwise. There was nothing said which 
would indicate any controversy between the Bureau and the studio of this

1 have always felt that the most benefit has been ob- 
tained from short two or three-day conferences of Special Agents In 
Charge. Sons Informal conferences such as those had two years ago were 
the most beneficial to as. It is requested that conferences of this 
type be continued whenever possible, and that they be commenced by the 
Director personally, if possible,’ for every Special Agent in Charge is 
always impressed and inspired by the appearance and comments of the 
Director. His statements relative to Bureau policies, the instructions 
that he desires to give, and whatever statements possible in connection 
with the future prospects of the Bureau are considered by me to be most 
important .at the present time. 



It is believed that, rather than having the Supervisors 
discuss details of their work at the Bureau, discussions lad hy the 
Assistants to the Director and thh Assistant Directors are more benefi- 
cial to the Special Agents in Charge. While there is not any indication 
being made as to who should present the sub jects, tbs matters mentioned 
herein are believed to bo of prime importance and one in which .every 
Agent in Charge undoubtedly has some questions:

I Hood then related that in conversation with Foy, Foy told him he under- 
stood the Director refused to even see the film; that ZanucK had told 
him the Director was pretty much disgusted with Foy and Foy could not 
understand this as he had no connection with the Director concerning 
the film. Furthermore Foy stated this did not sound like the t Director 
from what he knew of him. He further stated that someone in the Fox 
outfit was mad because he, Foy, had gone over somebody's head , that 
he hadn't been getting anywhere when the idea first came up, so he 
made the necessary arrangements and went ahead with the picture. He 
said no one told him not to make the picture and that Colonel Joy was 
the individual over whose head he had gone. Summing up, Foy stated 
that he absolutely did not make any statement to Variety, Hood asked 
Foy if anybody had been introduced to the agents, as agents, and in 
this connection he pointed out that Goetz, then head of the studio, < 
had been there shortly after the agents, and that a few studio people 
knew the agents were there, however, he had not discussed it. 

Hood told Foy that then this first appeared he had advised the Bureau .. 
that none of the Los Angeles agents had seen the picture. Accordingly, 
the Director had taken his word on the matter and had written letters, 
but now it turns out that agents of the Los Angeles office had seen 
the picture and had not advised him of it, Foy immediately said he 
wanted to write the Director and explain the si tuation.

Foy then told Hood in confidence that Jason Joy had sent a telegrm to 
Zanuck to the effect that " the matter is greatly complicated by the 
unorthodox manner in which the whole project has been handled at the 
studio, and the publicity and exploitation before your (Zanuck' s) re- 
turn. ” The telegram went on to say that Zanuck and Muto were entirely 
in the clear., that the Bureau knows and appreciates that the moment 
Zanuck saw the picture he held it from release, that Joy is the " whip- 
ping board" because of the studio's determination before Zanuck' s re- 
turn to produce and release the picture which is considered by the FBI 
to be untrue and unfair.

alleged contact in Chicago (Larry Benson) who was supposed to be in 
contact with the Director, had never mentioned it except in the be- 
ginning (when he called the Director in Chicago) to induce the Direc- 
tor to be photographed for use in the picture the sane as Governor 
Green, The wire went on to say that the Bureau was determined to 
punish at least temporarily those who ignored our advice but that 
the .FBI- was thankful the picture was stopped. The wire continued that 
Joy thought he and Muto could work it out and get clearance and stated 
he thought the Director would see the picture very soon. This, of 
course, is a misrepresentation of the facts as the Director saw the 
picture several weeks- ago. Hood asked that we not mention the wire < 
to Joy or Muto because he feels that Foy is in bad at the studio as 
a result of the picture. 

Hood further stated that Foy told him he talked' to Governor Green and 
had discussed getting the Director interested in the picture. Governor 
Green told Foy Larry Benson was a 'good friend of the Director, and 
accordingly , Foy got in touch with' Benson who strung him along, telling 
him he was in communication with the Director, 

I explained' to Hood the complete background. I told him we knew Joy 
was lying and how we read the script and made suggestions which Foy 
and others had seen fit to disregard. Hood pointed out that Foy , 

thinks 'Joy put the bee on him, that Foy had been blamed' by the studio. 
They now tell h}m he was not supposed to make the picture and blame N. 
it all on him, N 



I asked Hood specifically if Foy had ever been of assistance to the 
Bureau in Los Angeles, He stated he has helped us in many instances. 
Hood has never met Joy, 1 1 told Hood it was regrettable that he had 
placed the Director and the Bureau in such an embarrassing position, 
as we had stated positively that Bureau agents had not seen the film. 
Hood said he contacted every agent who could possibly have been out 
there; that Binklley and Barrett did not report the matter to him and 
it did not occur to him they could have been there at the time.

Tha following suggestion is submitted for the Bureau' 3 con- 
sideration, and these ideas on supervisory positions have been gathered 
during the course of tine in casual conversation with wany Special Agents 
in this office and elsewhere, and they are suboitted with the idea of 
endeavoring to Approve the attitude .of the averege Agent toward super- 
visory positions in the field. 

It ie aseuasd from the outset that those persons appointed to 
supervisors 1 positions have indicated they possess outstanding personal 
qualities and hatter than average investigative ability end ere able to 
direct the activities of other Agents, these qualities are not neces- 
sarily found in all Agents by any weans, end whenever they ere possessed 
by an Agent, every effort should he wade to afford hi* the opportunity of 
dawonatrating hie qualities. It ie not believed that any Agent who has 
bean in the Bureau for leas than a year should be appointed to a regular 
supervisory position, for while he nay possess outstanding qualities, 
thsre are undoubtedly other Agents in the service who have wany good 
qualities which they should have the opportunity of developing and dew* 
©nitrating. The new wen should he required to await their turn before 
having the opportunity of showing their administrative ability, and it 
is not believed that one year is too long e period of training for then 
to experience before being afforded this opportunity* Meet Agents need 
approxiaately a year's seasoning in the Bureau to have a proper under- 
standing of Bureau policy, and they should have considerable investigative 
experience to enable them to function properly ae supervisors and adwin- 
latratora . 

It is realised by poet Agents that they will not beoowe Agents 
in Charge unless they have the opportunity of having deslc experience, 
and I have the definite iwpreealon that there ere wany Agents in the 
Bureau who do not believe that supervisory positions are worth working 
Tor because they do require a considerable aooeptanoe of responsibility 
and, in sows eases, a risk of one's future in the Bureau - all without 
any additional remuneration. The present tendency of the Bureau to 
place additional responsibility in tbs field where the eases ere super- 
vised ie indeed a wise one; however, with the added responsibility for 
that supervision, it does appear that there should be sows definite 
consideration given to the Agents who occupy those positions.

To make the position regarded as a sore worthy one, It Is 
recommended that those appointed as supervisors be expressly designated 
by the Bureau on the official rdcosuoend&tion of the Agent in Charge, 
and that for the length of time they are serving in the capacity, that 
they reoeive additional remuneration. If it la neoessary to remove a 
supervisor from his assignment, a readjustment in salary would automatic- 
ally follow. 

It is possible that the Bureau has considered the fact that 
the mere opportunity of enhancing one's position in the Bureau would be 
of sufficient incentive to have Agents with ambition fill the super- 
visory positions, and many good men can be developed under the present 
system; however, 1 think that it would tend to raise the status of a 
supervisory position in the eyes of the Agents, as well as the public, 
if it were an offioial designation and the employee were given the 
title 'supervisor*. Certainly most industrial concerns operate on this 
theory, and even though a supervisor has hut very few employees under 
him, in private business the position is reoognised as one entailing 
responsibility end, as a result, additional remuneration is given to 
the employee. 



In event the Bureau is of the opinion that my suggestion is 
not a practical one, it is respectfully requested that those Agents in 
Charge whose opinions can be obtained be requested to furnish their 
ideas on this matter to the Bureau.

With reference to Mr. Glavin's nenorandun of 
Novenber 12, 19h3j I telephoned Los Angeles on Novenber 13 
and in the absence of Mr. Hood talked to ASAC Ellsworth. 

Ellsworth Investigated the nisconduct on the part of Wells 
and the failure of Griffith to report sane. Ellsworth told ne that there was 
no doubt whatsoever in the nind of Griffith when he originally received the 
information that It concerned Special Agent Honer B. Wells. Although Griffith 
received the original information on Novenber *>, he did nothing at all about 
bringing it to the attention of Hood but did on Novenber 9 talk to Wells about 
it. At that tine Wells denied to Griffith that he was drunk or had done the 
things alleged but did not deny that -he was the person against whon the allega- 
tions were made. Even if Wells had not done the things stated, Griffith was 
still under obligation to bring it to the Bureau «s attention. 

Ellsworth stated that Griffith had no excuse but said that he had 
finally decided that he was going to write it up as an inpersonation complaint 
and see what happened. According to Ellsworth, Griffith stated he just did * not 
have the H guts H to tell on Wells. 



I told Ellsworth to send in a sunnary nenorandun ' by teletype immediate- 
ly concerning Griffith's actions. Thereafter upon clearance froa’Mr. Tolson, 
appropriate action was taken dismissing both Wells and Griffith from the service 
with prejudice. 

As I pointed out. Hood recoanended that Griffith not be severed fron 
the service but be reduced in salary, placed on probation and transferred to 
another field division. A proposed letter to Hood censuring hia for this 
re commendation is attached;

SPECIAL AGENTS 



This position has been designated as a key position by the Review 
Committee of the War Manpower Commission. 

The Federal Bureau of Investigation has been designated as the sole 
civilian government investigative agency having jurisdiction over the investiga- 
tion of matters pertaining to national defense such as espionage, sabotage, 
registration of agents of foreign principals, sedition, treason, and the like, 
and further, the Federal Bureau of Investigation has sole investigative jurisdic- 
tion in a great number of other Federal statutes which embrace bank robbery, 
kidnaping, extortion, white slave traffic, National Motor Vehicle Theft Act, and 
numerous others. The investigative work in connection with the above violations 
is performed by the Special Agent personnel of this Bureau, who are recruited from 
applicants between the ages of twenty-three and forty. They must be graduates of 
a law school or an accounting school with the necessary accounting experience, or 
graduates of a university with extensive investigative experience, or with linguis- 
tic qualifications, or have basic educational training and possess satisfactory 
prior law enforcement experience which will enable them to satisfactorily perform 
the duties imposed upon them. For certain of the scientific investigative work, 
Special Agents are secured who primarily are qualified in the sciences, such as 
ballistics, chemical analysis, spectography, cryptography, mineralogy, metallog- 
raphy, toxicology, and other like sciences. Applicants for appointment to the 
position of Special Agent must meet the physical standards and requirements for 
this position, which are exceedingly high. They must have vision of no less than 
20/40 in one eye, 20/50 uncorrected, both eyes to be corrected to 20/20. They 
must have no color deficiency whatever. 

Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation undergo a rigorous 
training program. All newly appointed Special Agents in the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation attend training classes for a period of sixteen weeks; the hours of 
training are from 9:00 a.m. to 9:00 p.m. daily, which course of study .is equivalent 
to two full years of college study. During this period of training, they are 
thoroughly instructed in the basic rules and regulations and jurisdictions of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. They must satisfactorily pass numerous written 
examinations during their period Of -training. If a trainee fails to pass any of 
these examinations, he is dropped from the school. 

The duties of a Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation are 
most arduous. They must be available at a moment's notice to go to any part of 
the United States or to any assignment outside the United States. The hours of 
duty for these employees are such that they must be in excellent physical health. 
The average work week for a Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
is no less than seventy hours. The work of a Special Agent, regardless of his 
particular qualification, is such that he cannot lead a sedentary or well regulated 
life. Due to the small number of Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation presently handling the work under the jurisdiction of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation within and without the continental United States, it is necessary 
that the entire staff be highly mobile. 

Special Agents are required to be able to conduct -investigations in 
more than 100 types of cases, including espionage, sabotage, subversive activities, 
frauds against the government, kidnaping, extortion, bank robbery, White Slave 




Traffic Act, etc. They are trained in and required to maintain constant skill in 
the use of highly technical eauipment, technical processes, such as those necessary 
for the development of latent fingerprints, concealed or obliterated numbers upon' 
firearms, to understand the use of code messages, to conduct physical surveillances 
of subjects of espionage and similar cases, sometimes for periods of many months, 
and when necesssry, to assume a necessary character to enable them to fit in an 
undercover capacity into the activities and operations of groups such as foreign 
agents, who are engaged in thwarting the war effort. 

The arduousness and Importance of the work of Special Agents of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation was readily recognized by the military and naval leaders. The 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, for the Secretary of the Navy, requested Special 
Agent employees of the Federal Bureau of Investigation to submit their resignations from 
reserve; commissions held by them in the naval services because it had been- determined 
that those Special Agents could better serve their country in their present assignments 
than if they were to be called into active naval service. The Secretary of War, in 
1942, addressed personal communications to 168 Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation who at that time held reserve commissions in the Army. The Secretary of 
War at that time advised the Special Agents that. their employment in. .the FBI is of such 
vital importance to the national defense as to necessitate their remaining at their 
posts of duty despite the fact that they held reserve commissions in the United States 
Army, and the request was made that these Agents, through the proper channels, submit 
their resignations from their commissions. 

General Lewis B. Hershey of the Selective Service System pointed out in his 
Directive to all Local Boards of December 29, 1941, that Special Agent positlonsof the 
FBI were most important and essential to the national health, safety, and Interests, 
and that the national defense functions of the FBI should not.be impaired by the 
removal of trained personnel from critical positions in the Bureau. 

The position of Special Agent has always been considered the most critical 
of all positions in the FBI, since, with the tremendous. bulk of work placed upon us 
due to the war emergency, it is essential that a trained Qualified staff be available 
for the handling of this work. If the Federal Bureau of Investigation cannot continue 
to retain its personnel in this critical position, aid and comfort would most certainly 
be given to the enemy and others whose Interests are Inimical to the best Interests of 
the .country today. 

I, J. Edgar Hoover, do solemnly swear (or affirm) that I am the Director of 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation and that the foregoing statements are true to the 
best of my knowledge and belief. *

, Any person entitled to do so may take an appeal to the hoard of appeal within 10 days after the above date 
of mailing of Notice of Classification to registrant in either of the following ways: 

(1) BvfiliugwiththeJocal hoard a.writtennoti_ce.of appeal, Such notice need not be in any particular form 

but must state the name of the registrant and the name and identity of the person appealing so as to 

show the right of appeaL 

(2) By signing the “Appeal to Board of Appeal” on the Selective Service Questionnaire [(Form 40) . 

When an appeal is taken from the classification or reclassification of a registrant and when such appeal is 
upon the ground that the registrant should have been deferred by reason of his occupation, the appeal shall be 
transferred to the board of appeal having jurisdiction over the area in which the registrant is employed, provided 
all of the following conditions are met (but not otherwise) : 

(1) The first person to appeal from such classification or reclassification files with his appeal a written 

request for such transfer; 

(2) The written request states in what respect an occupational question is involved; and 

(3) The written request states the name of the. registrant’s employer and the street address, county, and 

State where the registrant is employed, 

The person appealing may attach to his notice of appeal or to the Selective Service Questionnaire (Form 40) 
a statement specifying the respects in which he believes the local board erred, may direct attention to any infor- 
mation in the registrant’s file which he believes the local board has failed to consider or give sufficient weight, and 
may set out in full any information which was offered to the local board and which the local board failed or 
refused to include in the registrant’s file,.. , 4 ; . • * 

Appeal to the President from classification by the board of appeal may be taken at any time within 10 dap 
\ after the date of mailing of notice to registrant, provided the registrant was classified by the board of appeal in 
either Class I-A, Class 14-0, or Class IV*E and one or more members of the board of appeal dissented fromsuch 
^ | classification. Otherwise, the decision of the board of appeal is final except when an appeal is taken to the Presi- 
dent either by the State Director of Selective Service or the Director of Selective Service on the ground that he 
^ ' deems it to be in the national interest or necessary to avoid an injustice.

At the present time there are maintained approximately lour hundred stop 
notice cards in the Chief Clerk's Office of the Xos Angeles Field Division. A 
suggestion is made to the Bureau that instead of preparing these stop notice cards 
as is now done, immediately upon the placing of the stop notice with an agency, 
the cards not he prepared at all unless when the case is closed the stop notice 
should remain outstanding. This would place the responsibility on the individual 
Agent and on the supervisor to see that the stop notices are removed at the time 
the cases are closed; however, they would have to be certain that if the stop notice 
should remain outstanding, the stop notice card would then be prepared. This 
would, in this office, eliminate approximately three quarters of the stop notice 
cards new maintained.

quested that a copy of the proposed form, together with reasons for .its adop- 
tion be again submitted to the Bureau. Attached hereto is a copy of this fora 
and below are listed the reasons for the request for its adoptions 

1. It permits .one agent to handle all .local criminal checks. 

This obviates the necessity of a large number of agente 
checking the local records of the police department each 
day, thereby saving agents* time as well as aiding local 
authorities in their handling of this service. 

2. It has proved necessary in an office of thie else and can 
also be used by smaller offices, thereby allowing its use 
throughout the field, and thus making for uniformity in 
handling these matters. 

3. If approved. It could become a serial and thus a perman- 
ent record of the check will remain in the appropriate 
file. 

.4. It is sufficiently flexible to enable its use in any field 
office in connection with any sheriff’s office or police 
department record, check. 

In event the Bureau does not approve this particular fora, it it re- 
quested that a new one be devised which is suitable, for the main need of the 
office is to utilise some type of a form for this service.

Special Agent in Charge Hood is to report to the Seat of Gov^rn^ • j 
Kent on September 13, 1944, for a two day conference. There is attached,.^, __ J 

hereto a permanent brief of his> file. In addition the Director may be 
interested in the following information concerning this SAC: 

Mr. Hood entered on duty 9/24/34, served as an Agent throughout 
the- country, as a supervisor 'At the Scat of Government and as Special Agent 
in Charge at Knoxville, New Orleans, San Diego and Los Angeles. The chief 
criticism leveled against Mr. Hood during his early days in the Bureau 
was his cold, Germanic * personality, and the fact that he made a very youth- 
fbl appearance* 

Mr. Hood was originally designated Special Agent in Charge at 
Los Angelos on February 7, 1939, was transferred as Special Agent in Charge 
at San Diego on May 5, 1940 and since October 28, 1940 has been at Los 
Angeles as Special Agent in Charge. 

Mr. Hood is extremely hard working as will be borne out by the 
fact that the Director personally wrote him a letter on Deptember 22, 1939, 
instructing him to discontinue putting -in so much overtime* 

The Bureau directed a letter to him on June 16, 1941, criticizing 
the attitude of the West Coast Specia^gpnt&^Ctarjge ,as .reflected .by the 
comments to Assistant Director Foxwortjg on May 27, 1941*

The Director will recall that in the early days .orTthe. national 
emergency it was necessary for the Bureau to criticize 'Mr . Hood, for his / 

dilatory practice of dealing with the Military and Naval auttoi^ties on / , 
the West Coast. j 2 ^ "'''i 

Mr. Hood was commended in September, 1941, for -his assistance 
to the Attorney General during his visit to the West Coast. In January, 

1942, the Director personally addressed a letter to Mr. Hood censuring him 
for not having ascertained that' the Army and Navy on the West Coast had , 
made formal complaint to Washington that the Bureau was not capable of j , ( 

discharging its responsibility in connection with investigating matters \. 

pertaining to the emergency. A 




The Los Angeles Office was last inspected by Mr. Gurnea in 
June, 1942, at which tine he reported the conditions there were very, very 
satisfactory and that SAC Hood was doing a very good job. 

On July 14, 1942, the Anericanization Committee of the American 
Legion Department of California cited Mr. Hood for his outstanding work in 
the Los Angeles Comunity. 

On August 6, 1943, the Bureau censured Mr. Hood for his failure 
to furnish information when requested that two Agents of his office had 
reviewed the Roger Touhy film at the 20th Century Fox Film Studio . His * 
failure to ..properly report that this film had been reviewed by Agents in 
his office resulted in the Bureau denying that it had. been reviewed by 
Agents as reported by Variety Magazine when in fact two Agents of the Los 
Angeles Office had seen portions of the film. In Novenber, 1943, the 
Bureau censured Mr. Hood for his failure to recommend an Agent be dismissed 
with prejudice when this Agent was cognizant that a fellow Agent was drunk 
and failed to report it to Mr. Hood.

In February, 1944, the Bureau pointed out its displeasure at 
his failure. and the failure of the supervisor in his office to advise the 
Bureau. of the apprehension of a badly wanted fugitive. As a result of 
their failure in this -instance the Bureau issued a wanted flier on this 
fugitive who was already in the custody of the Post Office Department 
and this fact was known to the Los Angeles Office. 

The Director interviewed Mr. Hood on April 11, 1944 and reported 
that he made an excellent appearance, seemed to be thoroughly in touch 
with the major problems in his field division.and rated him above average. 
By letter dated April 25, 1944, Mr. Hood advised the Bureau that he had 
declined an offer of $10,000 a year as an employee of the Adult Authority 
Committee which was to direct the Pardon Parole System of the State of 
California. 

In connection with the Bureau letter of July 21, 1944, con- 
cerning the recommendation of the separation of weaker Agents, it was 
necessary to correspond with SAC Hood pointing out the discrepancy of the 
annual ^rating of Good with the Fair rating submitted. as a result of the 
Bureau letter. 

Mr. Hood's file reflects that he is highly regarded by public 
officials and privflate people in the Los Angeles area.

Such a request was made by this office for income tax data on ARNOLD 
S, KIRKEBY in connection with the case. entitled "Reported Interest of Racket- 
eers in Purchase of Hotels, Miscellaneous, Information Concerning, Crime 
Survey", Bureau Fiel No# 62«*80831# . 

By letter dated April 26, 19it6 the Bureau stated that past experience 
reflects that such requests for tax information.are handled with greater 
efficiency and speed if certain background data relative to the subject of 
the inquiry is furnished, such as present and past official residences of Hr# 
KIRKKBY, the name of his wife, the names of his children and any other occu- 
pation that he has other than that of operating hotels# The letter also 
suggests that this matter be called to the attention of the agents of this 
office who might make similar requests in the future# 

It is suggested that where the Bureau gains such experience, the, 
experience should be inpoi^orated into the Manual and specific items sug- 
gested which could be followed by the agents writing such letters to the 
Bureau requesting Income tax data.

BUREAU BULLETINS 

During the recent self-inspection of this office, a suggestion 
was nsde which it is felt the Bureau mould be interested in. 

It ms pointed out that an increasing number of the bulletins which 
hare been issued by the Bureau recently conoera Communist, Russian, or other 
equally confidential natters but that the Bureau does not exercise any 
control over the ultimate disposition of these bulletins. 

Itoder present practices, the bulletins are distributed in the field 
and given to the agents, and as there is no aooounting .for these bulletins, 
it is quite probable that many of then are lost or aielaid. It is apparent 
that should even one of the more confidential bulletins cone into unfriendly 
hands, the Bureau would be seriously embarrassed. 

Therefore, it ma felt that the Bureau should take sons precautionary 
measure to avoid such an incident, and it was suggested that beginning upon a 
said data, the Bureau could instruct the agents to keep their Bureau bulletins 
for a pariod of six aonths, following s&ioh they would be submitted to the 
field supervisors and destroyed, or, whenever a bulletin concerns any highly 
confidential natter, the Bureau could send but one or two copies of the bulletin 
to each Field Division which would in turn be passed among the agents for reading 
and initialing and then be filed for six months and ultimately destroyed.

During the recent inspection of the Los Angeles Office it was 
noted that when Agents have been away out of the territory on subpoena most

.Laboratory Matters - The Laboratory conducted more examinations during 
the fiscal year 1946 for .local law enforcement agencies in the State 
of California than for any other State of the Union . For the fiscal 
year 2945, we made 289 examinations for such agencies in California, 
whereas during the fiscal year 1946 we made 681 such examinations. 

The largest number of examinations made for any other State was 400 
for the State of Ohio. ■ 

Radio Station - It is also to be recalled that Los Angeles is one of 
the four Field Divisions where 850-watt radio stations are being in- 
stalled for two-way communication with the Field Division automobiles. 
Such installations are also to be made at Sew York City , Washington, 

D. C., and Detroit, Michigan. One of the purposes of these installa- 
tions is to determine the value and need for such in our work. In 
order to- give complete coverage from car to station, unattended re- 
ceivers are being installed throughout the City of Los Angeles in order 
to, pick up the transmission from the cars and carry it into the station. 
The installation at Los Angeles is being handled at this tine by 
Special Agent H. C. Earp, a radio engineer of the Laboratory. 

Speaking engagements - During the fiscal year ending June 30, .1946, 303 
speaking engagements were ) handled by the Los Angeles Field Division. 

A total of 33 of these were made by the Special Agent in Charge, whereas 
98 were made by the Assistant Special Agent in Charge. There was a 
decided- improvement in the number of speeches given inasmuch as during 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1945, there were only 193 speaking 
engagements, 39 of which were handled by the Special Agent in Charge. 

It is to be noted that a large, proportion of the speeches handled by '■> 
Los Angeles were before rather small groups. The Special Agent in 
Charge at Los Angeles was written on July 83, 2946, concerning his 
failure to indicate on tickler copies of speech letters submitted to 
the Bureau why the engagements were not being handled by him personally 
or by the Assistant Special Agent in Charge. It has been noted in 
recent weeks that on a number of tickler copies no explanation was 
given as is required by previous Bureau instructions.

Hu K lux Klan .Activities - The Ku Klux Klan has been extremely active in 
the California area in recent months , and a report of the Los Angeles 
Office dated June IS, 1946, regarding this organisation reflects that 
the Klan reportedly has 200,000 members and 100 fellowship clubs 
known as " Hearts and Hands Clubs n . 

The Attorney General has requested that the Bureau investigate the 
functions jznd plans of the Ku Klux Xian throughout the United States , 
and this can be effectively done only by the development of reliable 
confidential informants who are in a position to disclose information 
relating to these activities. 

It is also to be observed that the revival of Klan activity in 
California may result in violations of the Civil .Rights and Domestic 
Violence Statute, and it is essential that the Bureau be immediately 
advised as to any reported violations in this regard • 

1 i 

It is to be further noted that State authorities in California have 
taken action against the Klan by instituting quo warranto proceedings 
at which the California charter of the KKK was revoked' and a new permit 
to operate in the state was denied. However, it is felt that the 
Klan may continue to operate as an underground and clandestine organiza- 
tion and, therefore, the Los Angeles Office should be alert to closely 
follow the affairs of this group. 

International Situation - It is thought you might desire to call 

■ the tense international situation and point 
out that Los Angeles is one of the principal areas in which Soviet 
representatives and agents are concentrated, you may wish to instruct 
Mr. Hood to be sure of adequate coverage of Soviet subjects at all 
times to be completely abreast of any changes in personnel in the . 
Soviet Consulate and to furnish promptly to the Bureau complete 
information regarding any changes of office space occupied by Soviet 
officials in the Zos Angeles area.

Bureau Bulletin .Ho. .1?, Section D, Series 1 $Wa, .dated Karen 1, ±9hh, 
provides that resident agents which occupy approved office space may have a 
duplicate set of source of information cards involving their specific 
territories. 

The new Manual Rules and Regulations does not have any such 
restriction as -to which resident agents may have a source of information file, 
i would like to recomend that there be no restriction as set out In the Bureau 
bulletin, but that all resident agents be permitted to retain a source of 
information file. 

It would appear that a resident agent working out of his home is 
just as .much in need of a source of information file as a resident agent working 
out of approved office space. It is my belief that if these resident agents 
are provided with file cabinets which can be locked and in which they can main- 
tain a source file under proper security that -they should be entitled to keep 
such a file. In the event of an inspection cf their residency, 1 am certain 
that the resident agents would not hesitate "to produce their source of informa- 
tion file for a check. It is, therefore, recommended that restrictions which 
apparently still exist -through the Bureau bulletin referred to be rescinded. 

This matter came up as result :of the current inspection of the Xos 
, Angeles Division in which the Inspector called attention to the fact that we 
were sending duplicate -source of information cards back to the resident agents 
submitting the sources even though some of the residents do not occupy approved 
office space.

A communication has been received from the Los Angeles Office 
suggesting that the maintenance of the bank robbery album by that office 
be discontinued. The reasons for this suggestion ares (1) During current 
years the Los Angeles Field Office has not solved one case as a result of 
an Identification from the bank robbery album. (2) The .Agents conducting 
the bank robbery album advise that esihibition of the bank robbery album to witnesses 
has confused the witnesses because of the large number of photographs, and the wit- 
nesses begin to lose the mental image they had of the subject. (3) The maintenance 
of the bank robbery album consumes a great amount ‘of administrative and clerical 
time. (4) The Los Angeles Police Department and Sheriff's Office maintain elaborate 
photograph albums of bank robbers^ classified as to race, age? and type, to 'which 
•the Los Angeles Held Office has immediate access. 

The question as to whether the bank robbery album should be maintained by 
the various field offices has been raised from time to time In the past. The reasons 
given for Its discontinuance have been practically identical with those contained 
In the recent Los Angeles letter. On each occasion It has been decided at the Seat 
of Government that the bank robbery album. If kept current, can be a very usable 
investigative operation, and that furthermore the maintenance of the album and 
exhibiting it to banking officials is an impressive investigative step and tends 
to sell banking personnel on the ability of "the Bureau to handle bank robbery cases. 

I believe that there is considerable merit to the various .arguments set 
forth in the Los Angeles letter. If, as the Los Angeles Office states, witnesses 
lose their mental image of the subject by viewing albums, and if they consistently 
fail to identify subjects in the album, I believe this fact will tend to eliminate 
one of the arguments for keeping the album, namely, that it is an impressive 
investigative step to banking officials. I do believe, however, that a bank 
robbery album is just as effective as the work put into it to keep it current. 

If the Los Anheles Sheriff *s Office and the Police Department .albums 
are being maintained and are usable, there appears to be no reason why the Ios 
Angeles Office could not have a workable and current bank robbery album. J believe 
the argument that the Los Angeles law enforcement agencies 1 albums are available 
to the Los Angeles Office is not sound because, obviously, if identifications are 
going to be made .from those albums they will be first made by the local law enforce- 
ment agency who will have the jump on us in the investigation.

The Bank Robbery Album in the Los Angeles Division contains $60 
photographs at the present time. During recent months I have given care- 
ful consideration and study to the use of the Bank Robbery Album in • 

•the investigation of the several bank robbery cases occuring in this 
Division. During the past several years, as the Bureau is aware, we 
have had our share of bank robbery cases and thus far we have failed to 
make an identification from the album. In Fact, I haye come to the con- 
clusion that the bank robbery album serves very little purpose due .to 
the fact that when witnesses are brought in and examine a large number of 
photographs they begin to lose the mental image that they had of the subject. 
By -viewing hundreds of photographs they apparently gradually change the 
image they had in their minds to correspond with some of the photographs 
that they have been looking at. I .have found that later on -when these 
people see the actual .bandit they are sometimes confused and have in 
some instances practically changed the description from what they originally 
gave the agents to the description of some new individual that they 
have concocted because they have had to see so many photographs. 

Furthermore, I have found that the administrative work involved 
in maintaining a large bank robbery .album consumes too much of the time 
of an employee to be worth the effort. The Bureau requires that the bank 
robbery album be kept up to date at all times. After giving this regula- 
tion careful study, it is my opinion that the only way this can be done 
is to place a stop notice in the identification Division on each of the 
560 individuals that we have in the album. The stop, would request the 
Identification Division to immediately notify this office should any 
of these individuals be arrested or confined, if such becomes the case, 
of course, the photograph would be removed from the album and then it 
would be necessary to place a stop with the penitentiary to which the 
subject is sentenced to be notified .at the time he is .released so .that 
his photograph can go back in the album. 




in addition, this office is presently on the established mailing 
list of San Quentin and Folsom Penitentiaries and -receive photographs 
of all their released prisoners, ostensibly for inclusion in the bank 
robbery album. This amounts to hundreds of new photographs each year. 

These photographs are of .all types of offenders mot only .robbers 
burglars but sneak thieves .and etc. 1 personally do not feel thaw£ . 
such a mass of photographs should be included in our bank robUdtf? -Album. 
Furthermore, it takes a great deal of clerical time -to identifying

data on these photographs and get then entered into our bank robbery album. 

It is almost an impossible task to keep these photographs in a current 
status because many of these individuals are re-arrested after they 
are freed from the penitentiary and some of them die which makes it very 
■difficult to comply with the Bureau's regulations with respect to keeping 
the album current. 

This office wotks very closely with the Los Angeles Police Depart- 
ment and the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Office Robbery Squads in bank 
robbery cases. Both of these departments maintain albums of photographs 
of released prisoners from Folsom and San Quentin. The albums are 
classified more or less as to race, ages, types, etc. making it more 
practical to show a witness photographs of individuals of a particular 
classification as described by the witness, in order to effect an 
identification. We have access .to these albums and do not have to con- 
tribute all the administrative work involved in keeping the album 
up to date. 



It would be my recommendation that this office be permitted to 
discontinue the maintenance of the bank robbery album. The Bureau may 
have information contrary to that which I have indicated above to -the 
effect that cases have been solved through witnesses viewing photographs 
in the album and may desire that this office retain its album.. However, 
it has been our experience in this office that no material good has come 
from the album, although it is taken out on every bank robbery and the 
witnesses are shown the photographs In It. 

The Bureau is requested to advise me In this respect. The Bureau 
is also requested to authorize me to remove the name and address of this 
office from the mailing lists of Folsom and San Quentin Penitentiaries 
so that we will no longer receive photographs of their releases. 

I feel that this creates a lot of work for the penitentiaries and an 
undue burden on this office compared with the amount of good that could be 
derived from placing all these photographs In an album.

Enclosed herewith .are eight copies of a proposed Torn which 
I feel would he of yalue to the Bureau .for use in all .Field Offices. 

This .form would be used by Agents to request the preparation of a new Source 
of Information card for inclusion into 1 the index. The new index card 
would be prepared on a basis of Information submitted on the form after 
which 'time the .form would be destroyed. The relative merits of such a 
form are based on /the following enumerated reasons. 



1. It would encourage Agents to submit .sources of Information 
since At would b.e easy to use, readily available, and serve ns a -reminder 
-to them that Sources of Information .are an integral part of the .Bureau's 
work. It seems particularly important now that good, active Sources of 
Information files exist in all offices to facilitate the Bureau's work 
and allow the minimum number of Agents to perform the maximum amount of 
work by being able to refer to cooperative and well placed persons in other 
government agencies, large organizations,, and in unusual -f-ileds of endeavor 
from which -information is not required frequently but Is important to have 
readily available when it Is needed. 



2. It will minimize supervisory .and clerical work involved 
tin maxing up Sources of Information cards, and keep the files free of 
incompletely prepared cards, and of duplicate cards. In filling put .such 
a form, the agents will be graphically reminded of all the information 
which id necessary and desirable for the preparation of a Source of 
Information card. They will also be reminded that a search of the general 
Indices Is required before a name is submitted .as a source, and ‘thereby 
eliminate duplicates, and the inclusion of persons on whom references of 
a derogatory nature exist In the office. It will be apparent to the persons 
charged with the responsibility of preparing the cards for the file that 
the name has been searched and the references checked, and will leave no 
■doubt in the submitting Agents mind as to whether a card was, in fact .made 
Up on the name he submitted. . 



3. The form will embody .all of the .information presently 
required by the manual with several additions which will streamline Subsequent 
handling of the Source, and recontacting the Source to ascertain whether 
it Is .still available f or use b? the office. The "Alternate Source" blank 
will enable the Agent to list the individual's assistant y Usebretaxy, etc., 
who might make the same information available in the absence of the Source,

* WUh i ennite Possibility existing that in the not ' 
i oo far distant -future, the Bureau will again be .called upon to undertake 
■ another broad and far reaching program similar .in nature to the now 
discontinued Plant Inf ormant .program, complete, accurate, and workable 
.Source of Informatioh files are especially desirable. These files could 
easily be used as a foundation upon which to build a program of that type 
in a short period of time particularly if special attention had been 
devoted -to making Sources within major industrial plants, Government 
owned, or operated facilities, waterfront Institutions and the like. 

Likewise, the .development of Confidential Informants 'through continuous 
recontact with Sources of. Information should not be overlooked. This 
possibility becomes Increasingly important when considered In light of 
the Communist Party's program of "Concentration*' on Steel, Auto. Rubber, 
and A. F, of L. 

6. The form will Improve the quality ol‘ the Sources of 
Information Files, and 1 as they improve and become -more valuable to the 
Agents,- -there is a tendency to make use of these files more frequently. 

The more frequent -use .of the files results in more satisfactory -investiga— 

- and i ft increased in the -development and recontact of good Sources 
of Information heightens Agents Interest in the development of Confidential 
Informants. The fact that it is so apparent to them from obtaining go.od 
Information from Sources of Information with -a minimum of effort serveb

.Answering the Director's inquiry concerning how such 
oversights could take place in the Administrative Division in so 
far ax the ^Excellent efficiency ratings on Special Agent D. If* 
Magee and 1. B. Hale are concerned, these efficiency ratings were 
not changed upon receipt since the information contained in the 
written portion of the efficiency rating contained no infomation 
which would lead the individual reviewing the efficiency rating 
to believe that the rating should be changed* 



The procedure which has been followed in the Administra- 
tive Division in reviewing efficiency ratings is to carefully 
review the narrative comments which accompany the rating and 
in those instances where the narrative comment does not support 
the adjective rating given, we have been communicating with the 
various Special Agents in Charge and requesting -further information 
as to the reasons for certain adjective ratings being afforded* 

1 number of such letters have gone out during the past several 
months in connection with the annual efficiency ratings which 
were due March 31st, 1917* 

There Is attached hereto a copy of a letter dated 
March 12, 1947, which was sent to all Special Agents In .Charge 
concerning the preparation of annual efficiency reports* It will 
be noted that on page 1 of the letter in question, the statement 
‘ 1* Made in the last paragraph oft that page that "the annual rating 
is the evaluation of the services of the employee as of March of 
each year based upon his performance while on active duty during 
the preceding twelve -spionth period." It is felt that there should 
have been no misunderstanding in the Field concerning the period 
for which the rating was made. 



Since there has been some misunderstanding, there are 
only two ways in which the Bureau can assure Itself that the ratings 
given at the annual rating period, March 31 of each year, are correct 
and that is: 

1* That at the time the efficiency ratings are 
received, the file of every Burdau employee 
be called and that a thorough review of the 
file be made to see if any pertinent comment

which is contained in the personnel file having 
to do with dereliction or commendable duty has 
been forgotten in the annual efficiency report, or 

2. Each and every tine any administrative or dis- 
ciplinary action of any kind is taken, an 
.appropriate tickler card be prepared and a tickler 
be maintained in the personnel Office of the 
Administrative Division and the individual 
tickler cards oe checked against efficiency 
ratings when they are submitted*

. Either of the above suggested systems which are the 
only ones which will afford the opportunity of a complete check 
of the sfficidncy ratings to determine whether the rating officer 
has taken into consideration the full year's work will necessitate 
a tremendous amount of work for the value received, 1 personally 
do not feel that the -value which would be received as a result of 
such a system being set up would offset the expense entailed. Should 
you desire that either of the above systems be established, immediate 
instructions will be issued to set up such .records as a&e necessary, 
Ihe only alternative would be to again advise the Special Agents in 
Charge that the rating must cover a twelve-month period, and that 
each Special Agent in Charge must take into consideration the work 
performed by the man during the entire twelve-month period. It may 
be that the Bureau would be desirous of having the Special Agents 
in Charge specifically enumerate any delinquencies of the employee 
being rated -if, as a result of such delinquencies, disciplinary 
.action has been taken.

In connection with the attached memorandum of hr* Fletcher’s dated Novem- 
ber 19, 1947, I want immediate communication by telephone to be had with Mr. Hood, 
the. SAG at Los Angeles. I v?ant Mr. Hood to be informed in no unmistakable manner' 
that he must immediately take steps to see the t^pm^tters of this kind are handled 
more telligently. * * 

lie have no right to demand or request that something not he printed by 
a newspaper. . Certainly, we should 'never make such a request of a Communist news- 
paper because it would be naive for us to believe that such a paper would not print 
the fact that we requested 'that they not print the information which they purported 
to have* ft is entirely proper that when we are queried about a matter that is 
absolutely untrue that we deny it, but in no 'event should we make the request that 
h newspaper withhold the printing even though the information be untrue * 

Furthermore, Agents of this Bureau should not be indiscriminately going 
out on wild goose chases to cover some vague allegation of a Communist meeting as 
was done In this, instance . I had' assumed that we had more than enough legitimate - 
work- to keep our personnel busy rather than barge off on wild/ goose exp e ait ions , 

As a result of the bad judgment, in this case we cannot deny absolutely that we did 
not have Agents present because the- agent was ' actually bhere* We must impress upon 
our personnel that they have got to. be constantly alert to see that they are not’ 
being used by either one side or the other In matters of this kind. Lvsn though 
there was to be a Communist meeting held at the place indicated, I don’t see what an 
Agent of this Bureau would have to do in covering It* Certainly, by participating 
with the Sheriff in taking a drive with him we Incur the embarrassment that may 
subsequently arise . ' J ■ 

I want Mr* Hood to be fully informed of my displeasure at" the manner in 
which this situation has been handled, and I want no repetition of It* - 

This; is practically identical with the actions of the -SAC '.at Milwaukee 
in sending Agents out to observe the apprehension of "the two escaped convicts who 
had committed a murder.' and a criminal assault. While it is true in the latter case 
m had a warrant under the Automobile Theft Statute, nevertheless, we didn’t take 
charge of the apprehension ana I ‘see no purport why we should be standing in the . 
offing looking on unless we intended to take ''charge and proceeds to do. so.' as a 
result, the mere fact that we were at least in the vicinity 'resulted in 'critical 
comment 'about the fact that the: two convicts :h&d been able to sneak from the farm 
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house to the barn without being observed by the Deputy Sheriff end the FBI ^ents .

While it la not known to shat extent the Bureau could do so, it is 
suggested that the Bureau glee consideration to establishing coverage of 
United Nations delegates of the tf.S.S.B, 

the serious Soviet delegations to the UK undoubtedly require extensive 
Information to eawy out their respective functions* While the bulk of this 
information asst likely oomaa to then through diplomatic sources, it ia believed 
that they nay possibly also sake use of intelligence contacts to obtain informa- 
tion, this possibility exists, it is felt, in vise of tbs essential role that 
complete information plays in the activities of such delegations. They require, 
it could seem, absolutely current, reliable and detailed information on numerous 
subject matters, and the meed for mash of it must necessarily arise suddenly on 
mawrous occasions. 

The Bureau's role at the United Nations Co n feren c e in San Francisco 
is brought to mind here as being similar to the type of activity that the 
Soviet delegations must find nsessssry to remain supplied with up-to-date 
information* This suggests that the Bureau night well attempt to determine 
the various contacts and sources of information they must be ut ilisi n g . 

In addition, the Soviet delegations themselves undoubtedly include 
personnel who primarily carry out intelligence and security functions, and 
these personnel would logically be employees of the V«Q,B, end other intelli- 
gence services. 

It is requested that after consideration of this natter the Bureau 
advise this of floe of its consents,

Heburlet October 8, X9hl to 'various SACs regarding a 
suggestion that in the closed files of a field office, the files in 
each drawer be arranged in layers running from side to side instead 
of mining in one layer from front to back. 

This experiment has been made in the Los Angeles 
Office and 1 feel that the saving in space does not compensate for 
the inconvenience and the possibility of errors created by this 
system. In tha first place, it was found that approximately 2$% of 
the space was saved only in the legal size cabinets* In the letter 
size cabinets approximately two inches of space could be saved. 

The majority of our cabinets are letter size; that is, -there are 
353 letter and 239 legal size oabinets* 

We found that the 'files have to be packed tightly in 
the drawer in order to keep then safely In an up-right position and 
to avoid their falling over and being caught on the side of the 
Cabinet when the drawer is closed. Also, they would have to be 
filed with the first serial numbers in the back row so that any 
vacant space in the drawer 'would be in the front row; otherwise, 
when the drawer is closed the front row slides into the back row. 

It is necessary to have some vacant space in the drawer in order 
for expansion in many classifications of cases, such as Crime Survey 
Files, Miscellaneous "Q* Files, dead n C w Piles, etc. 

Reference is made to SAC Letter 'Ho* 328 dated Septem- 
ber $0 t .I9li7, Section (L), which requires that files be placed in the 
closed file section without folders. Our experience Is that this 
method of filing may save a Little space but that the Acco fasteners 
oh the filea stick together, the file jackets become worn and tom in 
those classifications where there is considerable reference to the 
files, such as the ,f 100 n classification, and there is considerable 
opportunity for errors. This situation is accentuated by filing the 
files crosswise In the drawer, as they have to be packed in tightly. 
When -the Acco 'fasteners stick together, there is a good likelihood of, 
misfiles and where no jackets are used, it is practically inpos8^$& 
to check periodically for missing files* 
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I find under the Bureau *s requirement that files be 
placed in the closed section without jackets, it .is very difficult 
to charge out a closed file. We are presently charging out a great 
many of these files under the Atomic Energy Applicant Program as 
there are many references to the names of these applicants* Where 
the chargeout slip is slipped between files packed tightly in the 
.drawer, it is very difficult to refile the file in its proper posi- 
tion or to determine who has a particular file, due to the diffi- 
culty of trying to locate the chargeout slip* We find it hard to 
j place returned, -initialed serials and chargeout requests in the 

proper place in the closed section under the present system. 

s i 

The experiment with filing the files crosswise in 
the drawers brought out the fact that the file cabinet drawers are 
greasy in order for the drawers to slide in properly, and the em- 
ployees have to stand on the side of the -drawers, thus getting 
their clothes dirty. 

It would be my recommendation, with reference to 
this current suggestion and the requirement in SAG Letter No. 128, 
that the SAC be allowed to survey his closed file section and .deter- 
mine which classifications are seldom referred to. This would per- 
haps include the classifications of 1, 67 » 77, 9 8 , 116, 117, etc. 
and where he finds that these classifications are rarely checked, 
to be permitted to destroy the jackets, and in the case of legal 
size drawers, even arrange the .files crosswise in the drawer; 
i however^ ;it is recommended that in those classifications of cases 

, in which there is frequent reference to the files, he be .authorized 
to maintain the files in their jackets and in the normal front-to- 
l back order of fllihg.' If he cannot be given this option. It would 

be my recommendation that the suggestion -of filing the files from 
side to side .in the drawers not be approved.

Reference Is made to Bureau latter of November 26, 19l*7* 
addressed to various SACa, containing suggestions with reference to 
handling lead sheets, particularly la applicant investigations* After 
due consideration, the following is suggested: 

i 

When a request comes from the Bureau for an applicant : 
investigation and the request contains leads in various parts of the 
territory, the Supervisor should immediately have the necessary number 
of copies of the document made for distribution to the various .Agents 
who will handle the leads. An extra copy should be made for the file. 

At the bottom of the retyped lead sheets there should be set out the 
fact that carbon copies have been sent to the various Agents who are to 
cover the leads. After the Agents have covered the leads indicated on 
their copy of the lead sheet, they should write across the face of 
their copy "COVERED" and turn it in with their dictation, the Super- 
visor, upon getting the dictation, will tear up the copy of the lead 
sheet. 

With a copy of the lead sheet in the file, 1 do not 
feel that it is necessary to have a charge-out record as the lead sheet 
itself shows who have copies of the docuaent and which leads they are 
to cover. There Is some control on the covering of the leads by having 
the Supervisor destroy the lead sheet after the material has been dic- 
tated. This procedure avoids the necessity of the Chief Cleric's Office 
opening up a file several times in order that the charged-out copies of 
the lead sheets can 1)0 placed in their proper sequence in the file. 

This also avoids balkiness in the files in these cases as some cases re- 
quire the making of as many as eight and ten lead sheets.

This .case involves the uninylted appearance of an estimated 
Do individuals, .some of whoa have been identified as members of the Amer- 
ican Legion, at a meeting held on the evening of November 14, 1947,at the 
home of one Hugh Hardyman, La Crescent*., California. The group -which held 
the meeting was called the La CreScenta-Cahada Democratic Club of Montrose, 
California, .and the principal speaker -was David N. Leff, s former UNRRA In- 
formation Officer who spoke on the subject, ’■The Cominfom and the Marshall 
<m'' . Just before Leff s talk, the the 20 individuals entered the meeting 
and served notice on the assembled group to break it up within ten minutes. 
The intruders departed after a few minutes and there was no violence. 

According to the Los Angeles -Times of November 19, 1947, which 
accurately describes the actual activities at the Hardyman residence, fee 
Legionnaires went to- the Hardyman home, rang the bell and were admitted. One 
of the group asked permission to read a statement and that permission was 
granted by the chairman of the meeting. The spokesman read the statement and 
the Legionnaires left. According to this newspaper article, Mrs. Harcynwn 
corroborated the statement concerning the arrival and entry of the men and 
the fact that most of them were wearing caps Rearing American Legion 1 oat lk7 
insignia. Members of the club found the state, ent read to the group ob- 
jectionable. The American Civil Liberties Union wired a protest to the 
National President of the American Legion and said the Legionnaires' “action 
is believed to be a natural fruit of the Legion plans to take law into pri- 
v&te hands In spotting subversive*! — a government function#" According to 
the Los Angeles Times article, Hardyman, a member of the Progressive Citizens 
of America, and a group of the Club members demanded Issuance of criminal con 
plaints against their unwelcome quests#

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The people’s World has made capital la its paper concerning the 
disturbance at the meeting at the Hardyman residence and printed nstory cap- 
tioned, '"FBI Men Linked to ftaid on Democratic Meeting." This story stated t V; 
that two FBI Agents were present as observers when the Legionnaires raided 
the meeting. The People’s World also printed an article to the effect that 
the FBI had "demanded" that nothing be printed about alleged FBI participa- 
tion in the so-called raid. The Daily Worker has also carried stories to the 
effect that the FBI participated in this raid. 

A teletype dated December 12, 1947, has been received from the 
Los Angeles Office advising that 20 men are on trial on charges of disturbing 
the peace before the Glendale, California Justice of the Peace who is hearing 
the case without a jury. It was reported that the Glendalo District .Attorney! 
investigator, Lieutenat Busse, testified on the witness stand that one of the 
defendants, Stanley t. Lord, told him that when they were on the way to the 
Hardyman resldenco, Lord had told others in the group that there would be two 
FBI men and a woman in . the audience and that they would be hard to identify 
if a fight started. The defendants include fourteen Legionnaires and six 
newspapermen. 



Miss Virginia Gardner of the People’s "florid telephonically ad- 
vised the Los Angeles Office that the story was being published in her paper, 
stating .that It was .testified that three FBI employees were at the meeting. 

She was told by Assist nt SAC Ellsworth that there was no comment on such 
testimony and that we denied our personnel was present. Miss Gardner asked 
Ellsworth if wo would still deny that we knew there was going to be a raid on 
tho "meeting and she was told that wo do deny having any such information. 

SPECIAL AGENT PARTICIPATION It! THE RAID - MARCOS M. BRIGHT 

Special Agent Bright stated that some time on tho morning of 
November 14, 1947, Deputy Sheriff Georgo Weiner of the Anti-Subversive Detail 
of the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Office telephonically advised him that a 
Communist meeting had been scheduled to take place in jffontrosa that evening 
and that be, Weiner, had been designated to cover the meeting. Bright said he 
told Ifeiner at the time that as far as he knew, the Party did not have a bramhh 
in Montrose and inquired if Kelner had the neaes of anyone supposed to be bo- 
hindthe meeting, whereupon Weiner replied that the meeting was to be held at 
tho home of one Hugh Hardyman. Bright said he checked the office records but 
found nothing on Hardyman as a Party member and Bright said .he advised vieiner 
accordingly. Seiner invited Bright to accompany him that evening to cover the 
Meeting and Bright said since he lived in .that neighborhood, owning his own 
home about three miles from the Hardyman residence, ,he v ent around with .fleiner 
to make a routine check of the activities at the meeting. 

Bright pointed out that :it had been standard investigative tech- 
nic© in the past to cover Communist meetings by spot checking the license num- 
bers at or near .the alleged Communist gatherings and that this was a very im- 
portant investigative technique where no informants were attending the 
gathering. 



Tfeinoij using an undercover car, drove 'Bright by the Hardyman ad- 
dress at about 8:15 p.m. and as they went by it was noted there tie re .s one 20 
cars parked near by* Bright suggested that Weiner not stop the car but drive 
by slowly and chll off license numbers and this was don ■ * Bright cade the ob- 
servation that it did not appear to be a Communist Party nesting and that a few 
of the license numbers should bo checked out so the true nature of the meeting 
could bo determined. On .questioning, Weiner stated the original information 
had come from e 'Sheriff’s Office Sub-station end Bright suggested they drive 
over there to determine the details. At tho Sub-station, the Deputy on duty 
stated all .that was known was that a couple of American legion men had stopped 
at t .e Sub-station that day and said there was to be a communist gathering. 

At that time the Deputy at the Sub-station said the meeting was public and had 
been announced in the paper, whereupon Bright checked a local paper and deter- 
mined that the meeting had in Pact been publicized. Bright said he thereupon 
tole Y’ciner that he had no further interest in the meeting and that he was going 
hone. 



Weiner offered to drive Brlght/6f ,r the way homo until such time as 
they could find a Sheriff's Office radio car, ...Within two blocks of the Hardy- 
man residence a Sheriff’s Office radio car was spotted and at that time indiv- 
iduals were coming out of the Hardyaan residence, Weiner spoke to one of them, 
a Legionnaire, and made Inquiry aa to what was going on. The Legionnaire told 
Weiner that a PAG meeting was .being held amd that they told -then to "break it 
Up and disperse the gathering." Bright said he was immediately taken home, ar- 
riving there :at 9:00 p.m., and called the office. He pointed out specifically 
he did not question anyone, did not identify^ himself to anyone and had absolutely 
no intention of endeavoring to cover a political meeting. Bright said his only 
purpose in going to the meeting was to make a spot check from the outside of a 
reported Communist gathering in a bona fide effort to supplement the infor- 
mation on tho Communist Party in the Los Angeles Offi e. 

TwLSPBflHfl iHcnnar from los angblss daily News 

Ass stant SAC James C. Ellsworth stated on the afternoon of Nov- 
ember 17, 1947, he received a telephone call from an individual who identified 
himself as Verne Tartlow of the Los Angeles Daily Mews. Tartlow said he had 
been assigned to cover the disturbance at the Kardyman residence and that .an 
anonymous telephone call had been made to the paper which had been referred to 
Partlow. Par.tlow said this anonymous caller identified tho activities at the 
llardyman residenc^&nd said the groipof Legionnaires who participated in this 
affair were not worried about any repercussions as they had full cooperation 
from the Sheriff's Office and the JKBI. This anonymous source also s< Id the 
Legionnaires had a confidential contact with the FBI and that in fact one FBI 
Agent was in the party in an undercover capacity acting as a recording sec- 
retary. Mr* Partlow said he wanted to verify whether the FBI had actually 
placed fin Agent among the Legionnaires in an underccvdf capacity. Ellsworth 
said he denied the allegation and he told Partlow since the allegations about 
the FBI were falsa he did not feel that they should be published. Nothing has 
appeared in the Los Angeles Daily Mews concerning this matter, Ellsworth con- 
cluded that he felt where it is possible, expecially with a friendly paper, 
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we should protect the Bureau's Interests by asking a suggestion such as he did 
that the false allegation not be published. Verne fartlow and his wife ere 
both Party members and it is believed that he may have furnished his story to 
the Pelple's Vforld. 

CALL FROM PEOPLE'S W0RL8 - SA LATfKSflCB M. ITEN 

Special Agent Iten has advised that on the afternoon of November 
18, 1947, he received a call which was referred from the 'SAC's Office in the 
absence of 'Me. Hood and after soue difficulty because the caller would not id- 
entify herself ho was able to determine that t he caller was a Mias Virginia 
Gardner of the People's tforld and she was inquiring concerning tho FBI disrupt 
Ing a Democratic meeting at La Crescents. Special Agent Iten said Miss Gamder 
was arguaentivo and quite belligerent and although the conversation was short, 
she attempted to engage in lengthy discussion of generalities and she appeared 
to have ready a set of questions to ask. Agent Iten said he was emphatic and 
confined his answers strictly to a denial of the presence of Agents at the 
meeting at La Crescenta. Ho told hor that the information which she had that 
the FBI Agents had been .present at the meeting was false and since the allega- 
tion wa.3 not true requested that she not publish it. 

Of course tho People's YPrld not only published the story that 
two FBI Agents were present at the meeting but also published a .separate ar- 
ticle to the effect that the FBI had "demanded" the story be suppressed. 

additional comments 

SAC Hood has advised that he was not aware of the meeting being 
held on N n veaber 14, 1947, and had no Information that any Bureau personnel 
would be engaged in checking any phase of it with the -Sheriff's Office. He 
pointed out, however, that over a period of time there have been many meetings 
at which license numbers of persons attending have Wen obtained by Agents by 
walking or driving by the place of meeting and no other attempt was made to 
cover it. He said this investigative technique was employed where no informant 
-was at the meeting to cover It. He said except for very large public meetings 
in auditorioums, Agents personally do not attend meetings under any ‘circum- 
stances. Mr Hood was of the opinion that since Agent Bright had been informed ' 
that there was a Communist meeting in the La Crescenta area, he was Justified i, 
in making a general preliminary type of check, which he did. 

Mr. Hood pointed out that the Los Angeles Office is now in pos- 
session of information whichled to tho report that an FBI Agent was in attend- 
ance at the meeting. He said Deputy Sheriff Goorgo Weiner had belephonically 
advised that the individual responsible for the -activi ties of the Legion mem- 
bers at the Hardyman residence was one Stanley ,B. Lord. Mr. Hood has advised 
that sometime age Lord Joined the PCA, attended numerous meetings to obt in in- 
formation on what he believed to be subversive organisations and advised tho 
Sheriff's Office one week previous of the meeting to be held at the Hardyman re- 
sidence .on Novembe - 14. According to Weiner, Lord claims to have cooperated 
with the FBI during the war on everything from Bund matters to sabotage and claims 
to be acquainted with FBI Agents in the past. Weiner believes that Lord is the 
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individual who when the investigation of the disturbance came to light claimed 
that he was not worried as he was close to the FBI. 

Ur. Hood said a check of the Los Angeles files disclosed that 
Lord ->jy letter of December 12, 1941 addressed to .former Special Agent Trank 
Keeney, offered his services and Keeney once contacted Lord in connection with 
an applicant matter* Lord gave some of his background which tends to cor- 
roborate the Sheriff's estimate of Lord as a zealous patriot* 

A check of our files here at the Seat of Government reflects that 
Lord has been contacted on a. number of occasions in connection with Bureau 
cases concerning bribery, .Security Matters (C) and he has been a confidential 
Informant In a sedition case handled by the Los Angles Division. He appears to 
.have been mentioned as a traveler in a Foreign travel Control case, was a refer- 
ence in an Atomic Energy Act case and our files show him to be a member of the 
American Legion, the former Executive Secretary of a Ration Board in Glendale, 
California, and In charge of the Veteran’ s Information Center at Glendale. It 
appears from the files that the contacts with Lord were made as a result of his 
connection with the OPA Ration Board* 

According to Hr* Hood^ Lord claims to .have been employed by the 
Department of Justice as a Special Agent under a Mr. BlanfOrd, Special Agent in 
Charge early in 1917 an/ served until 1919* when he lost an eye and was Injured 
in an explosion on October 5, 191d in line of duty* Lord claims to have assist- 
ed in the organization of the American Protective League in the Los Angeles area 
and seems to be still proud to have been singly honored by Mr. Bileski, the head 
of the Department at Washington. . 

A check of the Bureau and Departme t records does not reflect that 
Lord has ever been employed by the Bureau. 

There are attached permanent briefs of the files of Special Agents 
Bright and Iten. It is to be noted that in connection with Special Agent Bright 
he is married^ has two children and owns his own home in Los Angeles* He has 
been doing an outstanding job in connection with Communist Party coverage in Los 
Angeles and the Bureau Is In receipt of a communication from the Los Angeles 
Division recommending that Bright among a number of other Special Age ts be sent 
a letter of commendation because of their success in obtaining the 1947 Communist 
Party registration cards for the Los Angeles area. It Is to be further noted 
that .Bright had served as the Communist Supervisor in the Los Angeles Division 
and on the day he received the call from Deputy Sheriff Weiner he was acting as 
the Supervisor in charge of the Communist Section. 

CONCLUSION 



1, with respect to Special Agent Bright's covering the .alleged Com- 
munist meeting at the Hardyman residence, it is felt that before taking the ac- 
tion he did 'he should have endeavored to obtain more background information, par- 
ticularly since the records of the Los Angeles Division failed to reflect that 
Hardyman was a member of the Communist Party. In mitigation of Bright's actions, 
It is noted the information about the Communist gathering wa3 received from a 
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Deputy Sheriff who wa3 on the Anti-Subversive Detail and the further fact that 
the Los Angeles County Communist Party records are not 100$ complete so there 
was a possibility that there was no record in the Los Angeles Office but that 
Kardyman could still have been a member of the Communist Party* Also in miti- 
gation of Bright’s activities, it is noted that he lives in the general area 
where this meeting was to be held and that he was following standard investi- 
gative technique, which was to chock license numbers by driving slowly past 
the alleged meeting place. 



2. With respect to Assistant SAC- Ellsworth, It .is felt that he 
exercised poor judgment in requesting the Los Angeles Doily Sews to not } rint 
a story. It is felt under the circumstances he should have merely pointed out 
that the story as reported to him was false and requested that our version of 
the true story be printed. 



3. Vitb respect to -Special Agent Lawrence M* I ten, it is felt 
he used abominable judgment in his discussion -ith the representative of the 
People's World, particularly in requesting that people's World not print the 
story concerning the FBI participation in the alleged raid on the Bardyaan 
residence. 



4. In view of the extensive activities of Stanley F. Lord and 
his allegations of affiliations and cooperation with the FBI, it is felt Los 
Angeles should be advised they should be most circumspect in any future .con- 
tacts with him It is felt that Lord should not be contacted by Agents of the 
Los Angeles Division unless it is absolutely imperative In connection with an 
official investigation. 

DISCIPLINARY ACTION TAKES 

1. Letters of censure have been sent to Assistant SAC Ellsworth 
and Special Agents Bright end Iten in accordance with the above conclusions* 

2. The Los Angeles Division .has been advised to be most circum- 
spect in their contacts with Stanley Lord and under no circumstances is he 
to be contacted unless .imperative in connection with an official invssltgation* 

3. SAC Rbod was censured by letter and of course he was here for 
a two d-y conference at which time the undesirable activities of the Los An- 
geles in connection with this case were personally called to his attention.

Reference -is made to Bureau bulletin "No. -53, dated September 
17th last, -with reference to -the above matter,, wherein it was provided 
that each office should set up a special .3 x ,5 file to serve ns a tickler 
and Inventory of every bulky exhibit in the office. 

This is no problem whatever with reference to bulky .exhibits 
of the usual type such as firearms, uniforms, .material in theft from in- 
terstate shipment cases and the like. Insofar as closed files are con- 
cerned, especially In such matters «s bankruptcy, antitrust, etc. where 
the nature of the exhibits As .mostly documentary, , it will require a con- 
siderable amount of time to examine the -exhibits in closed files for they 
have been filed away with the actual files. 

In view of the fact tlsat the Bureau As presently considering 
a recommendation to destroy files in the field offices' after they have at- 
tained a certain age, permission As requested to withhold the survey of 
bulky exhibits of a documentary nature until such time as a -definite 
decision is reached on -the destruction of files, for it wil be a duplc- 
Cation of work to look at the exhibits now and in many instances -go back 
and look at the files -again An a few months "to consider them for destruc- 
tion. It is understood that tills .relates solely to evidence of a docu- 
mentary nature. 

Unless Instructed to the contrary by the Bureau, this office 
-will iwthhold actual survey of such exhibits until the .Bureau .has readied 
a decision concerning the destruction of files. It is suggested that a 
considerable saying Of time could be effected In all offices by following 
this same procedure..

Further reference is made to the telegram which was 
sent to the Director on the early morning of Sunday, May 8, 

1948, which was signed "Deputy Sheriff " and alleged that SAC 
Hood while in attendance at the Sheriffs Contention at Santa 
Barbara, California in March 1948 had gotten> drunk, made love 
to the Deputy Sheriff's wife and was involved in an automobile 
accident in returning to his headquarters city * I called SAC 
Hood and advised him of the receipt of this telegram and requested 
that he check to determine who had sent it* 

SAC Mood' advised it was learned that the telegram in 
question was called in from a pay booth at tfie Biltmore Hotel 
in Los Angeles and when the caller requested the message be 
signed ” Deputy Sheriff" the Western Union Company insisted on 
a name, whereupon the caller identified himself as Joe Washington, 
a patron of the Biltmore Hotel* He gave as his home address 
186 Lucas Street, Santa Barbara, California* \ 

A check of the records at the Biltmore^Hotel showed that 
there was no one registered by the name of MoejMashington* A 
check at Santa Barbara, California reflects that there is no such 
street as Lucas Street and no Deputy Sheriff employed there by 
the name of Joe Washington* 

Mr* Hood was quite concerned over the contents of this 
telegram and again reiterated that his conduct while at the 
Sheriffs Convention was exemplary, that he most certainly was not

vestigator requires 10 years of service in the Bureau with the last 3 
years of service resulting in efficiency ratings not below excellent# 

A check will he made to determine whether Mr. Hood continues 
thess Agents in an Excellent status in view of their censure for mis-

The Bureau desires to call attention .to several delinquencies In 
connection with the Manner In which this case was handled by your office. 

In the first instance, the dead line established by the Bureau was 
not net. The Bureau instructed that reports reach the Bureau by February 15, 
1948. The investigation was not even initiated by your office until Tebruary 
14th. 

Secondly, the report was so carelessly prepared that it was necessary 
to completely re-vrite It. The synopsis is inconsistent with the details. The 
identity of informants CD-7 and CD-22 is obvious to even the most casual reader. 
Much '.of the information attributed to these Informants is unintelligible. The 
•report generally is unorganized, lacks coherence and contains extraneous informa- 
tion cf no value to the .investigation. 

In .order for the Bureau to fulfil its obligations under the Greece- 
Turkey Aid Bill, it is imperative that the established dead lines be met In each 
instance and that the reports be written with such care as to obviate the 
necessity for :re-writing them at the Bureau. 

< It is desired that those cases be afforded the necessary supervision 
to insure cpmpllance vit'h Bureau instructions.

With reference to the attached teletype -to the 
Director dated May 1, 1948 at 4:49 a .a. to the effedt that the 
Chief (apparently meaning SAC) got exceedingly drank at the 
Sheriffs Convention, Santa Barbara, California, causing embarrass- 
ment while attempting to make love to a deputy IS k wife, damaging an 
automobile .on .returning to .Los Angeles, X ’ spoke to SAC Hood about 
this this morning* It is noted the telegram is dated May 1. How- 
ever it was received in the Teletype Unit on May 2, 1948 at 4:56 a.m., 
which would indicate that it was sent .early Sunday morning, May 2, 
1948. It is signed simply "Deputy Sheriff." 



'Mr. Hood stated that the Sheriffs Convention was held in 
Santa Barbara in March 1948 and that he along with SACs Kimball and 
Murphy attended. Mr. Hood said he most certainly was not drunk and 
neither were SACs Murphy and Kimball. Mr. Hood said he returned 
from the Convention to Los Angeles with some people oh Saturday 
afternoon after the Convention was over and that the car in which he 
was Tiding was not involved in ary accident. He said he has not 
heard of any accident in which SAC Murphy's car was involved and he 
believes ’that SAC Murphy returned to San Diego with Sheriff Hank 
Adams from San Diego. 



Mr. Hood was informed that he should make an iirmediate 
.effort to a scertain who was responsible for sending the telegram 
to the Director. Mr. Hood will keep me advised of ;any further de- 
velopments.
